Ted Kennedy is also a leading recipient of 
campaign contributions from individuals 
in the health, drug, and insurance indus- 
tries and the political-action committees 
(PACs) that represent them. 

According to a report issued this week 
by the Washington-based consumer group 
Citizen Action, Kennedy’s contributions 
from those sources totaled $217,259 in 
the 15 months between January 1, 1993, 
and March 31 of this year — more than 
70 percent of the amount he’s received 
from those same sources over the past 15 
years, when he was often pilloried by the 
health-care industry. 

Compare that to the $38,550 Senator 
John Kerry received from the same donors 


over the same 15 months and you get an . 


idea of who’s got the clout. Kennedy — 
who this month released an insurance-in- 
dustry-friendly proposal as a compromise 
to President Clinton’s plan — is a member 
of the Labor and Human Resources Com- 
mittees, both of which deal with health- 
care issues. Kerry has no health-care-com- 
mittee assignments.

Just when you thought the lesbian-and- 
gay movement had its hands full battling 
statewide anti-gay ballot initiatives (there 
may be as many as eight on state ballots 
this fall), the religious right comes up with 
a new tactic. 

Project Spotlight: A Plan for the Nation, 
which was released recently by the Ameri- 
can Family Association Political Action 
Committée of Ohio, calls on conservative 
activists to boot from office “pro-homo- 
sexual” local elected officials. 

“Changing a state constitution or a city 
charter does not provide a permanent so- 
lution to the problem,” writes Scott Ross, 
leader of the PAC, noting that courts in 
Colorado and Cincinnati have enjoined the 
implementation of anti-gay measures ap- 
proved by voters. “The problem can only 
be resolved by taking control of city coun- 
cils, as well as county, state and federal 
elected positions.” 

The AFA PAC’s plans include wide- 
spread distribution of the popular and in- 
flammatory video Gay Rights/Special 
Rights, which posits gays as hedonistic, 
rich white men who’ve co-opted the lan- 
guage of the African-American civil-rights 
movement. The group is also asking voters 
to sign a pledge that reads: “I will not vote 
for any candidate who has accepted a po- 
litical endorsement from homosexuals. I 
am opposed to electing officials promoting 
the homosexual agenda in government and 
schools. I am for equal rights for all. 
Therefore, I am opposed to special rights 
laws that promote homosexuality.” 

Says Sue Hyde, Fight the Right Project 
staffer for the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force: “It does seem that there’s 
some kind of split or disagreement in 
right-wing organizations about which way 
to go — state or local.”

a decent health-care system that limits 
the power and greed of the insurance 
companies, drug companies, for-profit 
hospital networks, and other segments of 
the industry.”

MAD SCIENTISTS 
TAKE 10 THE AIR 


The Cambridge-based Journal of Irrepro- 
ducible Results has come to a result that 
should never be reproduced: its angry edi- 
torial-staff members — a/k/a the “mad sci- 
entists” — have jumped ship and gone in- 
dependent, abandoning the J/R and its pub- 
lisher to form another journal altogether, 
the Annals of Improbable Research (AIR). 

Dubbed the “Mad magazine for the 
Stephen Hawking crowd,” the bimonthly 
JIR had, at last count, about 6000 sub- 
scribers addicted to its humorous blend of, 
in editor Marc Abrahams’s words, “some 
of the most provocative, and most and least 
important, research performed.” Examples 
include studies of burned toast, infectious 
disease in bricks, patterns of limb retention 
in Hellenic sculpture, and the geographic 
distribution of Denny’s restaurants. 

But Abrahams reports having struggled 
for years with Blackwell Scientific Publica- 
tions, of Oxford, England, which owns the

What I feel 
about smoking is intensely personal and 
visceral. The smell of clean hair, skin, and 
clothing is pleasant, even sensual. Hair, 
skin, and clothing that are saturated with 
smoke are repulsive. The aroma and flavor 
of food are obliterated by smoke. 

Finally, a night out in a smoke-filled 
room means I have a ragged workout the 
next day, and I’m a teetotaller! I hack and 
wheeze my way through the workout, and 
my sweat is smoky. As a result, I’ve chosen 
not to go to entertainment facilities that 
permit smoking. 

Mr. Giordano’s concern about the os- 
tracism of smokers is noble but laughable 
considering their alienation of non-smok- 
ers, which has been going on for years. 
What about those children who bravely 
choose not to smoke and are ostracized by 
the “cool” kids who do? I’ve been there. 
The truth is smokers ostracize themselves 
by the very act of smoking; many of the 
younger image-conscious smokers fully 
desire that “outsider” effect. 

Smokers choose to smoke. I’m sorry for 
their subsequent and inevitable addiction 
because of that choice. I’m sorry mostly 
for myself because I have no choice in the 
presence of smokers, if I don’t want to 
speak up and risk ostracizing a fellow hu- 
man being. Ultimately, I have to leave the 
room to be comfortable. Who’s ostracizing 


whom?

EARLY LEMONHEADS 

Five years ago: May 26, 1989 

» Before Evan Dando became a grunge-pop poster-boy, 
the Lemonheads were a hometown favorite in Boston. Tim 
Riley caught the rock act edging toward stardom. 

“At a recent Channel local-band blowout to celebrate 
their new album, Lick, Lemonheads looked as disheveled as 
they sounded: Evan Dando, a lurking leader who seemed 
several sizes too hulking, not only for his clothes but also 
for his own skin; guitarist Cory Brennan, nappy and grin- 
ning, with glasses strapped to his head, fingers flying. 

“ ‘Good things seem to have happened to Lemonheads 
when we weren’t trying too hard,’ Brennan says, ‘and no- 
body can accuse us of taking ourselves too seriously.’ On a 
five-week tour in Europe with Brennan’s former band Bul- 
let LaVolta, they may yet back themselves into a career.” 


DOOMED SEQUEL 

10 years ago: May 29, 1984 

» Steven Spielberg has earned serious recognition for 
Schindler’s List, but not all of his movies received critical 
acclaim. Michael Sragow found Spielberg’s second Indi- 
ana Jones flick suffering from a few shortcomings. 

“With Indiana Jones and the Temple of Doom, the follow- 
up to the phenomenally successful Raiders of the Lost Ark, 
executive producer George Lucas and director Steven 
Spielberg change their course from zesty, imaginative film- 
making to cold, calculating thrill-packing. And they do it 
mid-film. Let me summarize my feelings this way: I loved 
Indiana Jones and | hated The Temple of Doom. That’s not 
a facetious statement; you could separate the opening 20 
minutes from the rest of the movie and release it as a short.” 


ZAPPATTACK 
15 years ago: May 29, 1979 
» Frank Zappa’s two recent album releases prompted 
Michael Bloom to profile the man whom Grace Slick once 
referred to as “the most intelligent asshole I’ve ever met.” 
“Francis Vincent Zappa Jr. is rock and roll’s resident mad 
scientist. Into his cauldron he pours lumpen culture,

UNJUST COURTS 

20 years ago: May 28, 1974 

> Although the idea of women’s liberation flowered in the 
early 1970s, the reality for women remained grim. Howard 
Husock detailed a court decision in a rape case. 

“A rape suspect remained a defendant until last week 
when, six months after a Brighton secretary brought 
charges against him, a Boston jury of nine men and three 
women acquitted him of charges of rape. 

“The Phoenix asked one juror in the case how the jury 
could acquit despite evidence that a woman had screamed 
for 20 minutes. 

“Said the juror: ‘I thought just the way the others did. 
She was just as guilty as he was. If she hangs around a 
place like that [a bar], she deserves everything she gets.’ ” 


CONCERT BLUES 

25 years ago: May 28, 1969 

> Music fans haven’t always had the comfort of viewing 
MTV-quality rock concerts in their living rooms. Parke A. 
Sullivan followed an attempt at a rockumentary from its 
dismal inception to its anticlimactic end. 

“Four weeks ago, Philip Roberge Associates made a half- 
hearted attempt to produce a Cream film-concert at the Bos- 
ton Arena. The promotion was started less than two weeks 
before the concert (mistake #1) and was inadequate (#2). 
The Arena was selected (#3) because it had the largest ca- 
pacity available, despite previous evidence that the Arena 
could not handle concerts for which rock sound is important. 

“The concert was destined to be a failure with absolute 
certainty, before the first fans showed up. 

“After much muttering and legitimate complaining, the 
audience left, peacefully, which is a credit to the levelhead- 
edness of much of Boston’s college crowd.”

A rookie candidate learns that 
no good deed goes unpunished

t first glance, you might 
think John Tierney’s legal 
woes would be enough to 
bring his nascent political 
career to an abrupt end. 
Tierney, a prominent Salem lawyer who’s 
running for the Democratic congressional 
nomination in the Sixth District, is ac- 
cused of exploiting a client’s poor physical 
and mental health to sell his family house 
out from under him. 

Look closer, though, and a different 
picture emerges: that of a fragile old man, 
depressed, alone, in debt, his house liter- 
ally falling down around him, reluctantly 
selling his home at the urging of his 
friends, only to change his mind and turn 
on those friends once his health improved. 

Were it not for Tierney’s political cam- 
paign, the suit in all likelihood would have 
been filed without notice, to be quietly set- 
tled or disposed of. Instead, Tierney’s can- 
didacy has been beset by rumors about the 
suit — providing an object lesson of sorts 
for what happens when a private person 
enters the public arena. 

Tierney, two real-estate agents, and a 
trash hauler are being sued by John 
Quigley, who claims he was improperly 
persuaded to sell his house, at 69 Fay’s 
Avenue, in Lynn. The lawsuit alleges that 
Quigley “lacked the capacity to contract 
for the sale of his home” and “was inca- 
pable of making rational decisions con- 
cerning his business affairs.” 


“They thought that John Quigley was 
dead, that he was on his way out,” says 
Quigley’s lawyer, Martin McNulty, of Lynn. 
“If that had been the case, there would nev- 
er have been a problem. But the fact is that 
John Quigley came back to life, and has a 
clear and lucid memory of what happened.” 

Adds Quigley: “When I left the hospital I 
had nothing but the clothes on my back. | 
know what the refugees in Bosnia feel like.” 

But according to documents filed in Es- 
sex Superior Court and to a number of 
people involved in the case (including a for- 
mer friend of Quigley’s who’s not a party to 
the suit and who asked not to be quoted), 
Tierney and his co-defendants acted at 
Quigley’s behest, and in his best interests. 

The house, they say, was in ruins, and 
they point out that the Lynn Department 
of Public Health had condemned it. In ad- 
dition, Quigley had taken out two mort- 
gages totaling $61,000 and could no 
longer afford to meet his monthly pay- 
ments, let alone fix the place up. 

What’s more, there’s no evidence that 
Tierney — who’s a distant relative of 
Quigley’s, and who represented him pro 
bono — made any money on the deal. 

“I have a lot of thoughts as to what’s be- 
hind the suit,” says Tierney. “I’m reluctant 
to go into it. There was no financial gain 
there, that’s for sure.” 

Although Tierney has never served in 
elected office, he’s a well-connected politi- 
cal player. He’s one of three Democrats 
vying for the right to challenge US Repre- 
sentative Peter Torkildsen (R-Danvers)

this November. Tierney’s campaign co- 
chairman is former congressman Michael 
Harrington, and his lawyer is from Har- 
rington’s law firm, Ronan, Segal & Har- 
rington, of Salem. High-octane political 
consultant Michael Goldman, of neighbor- 
ing Marblehead, a friend of Tierney’s for 
two decades, is on board. Salem Mayor 
Neil Harrington, the ex-congressman’s 
nephew, also supports Tierney. 

Has Tierney been singled out because his 
political ambitions make him vulnerable? 

“That’s ridiculous,” replies McNulty, 
who’s unsuccessfully run for mayor of 
Lynn several times himself. “Why would 
there be any political motivation here? A 
man came to my office and claimed he’d 
been wronged.” 

And Paul McCarthy, a Republican ac- 
tivist from Lynnfield who told a reporter 
about the suit two weeks ago at the Repub- 
lican State Convention, similarly denies po- 
litical motives. He says he and Quigley are 
long-time friends, and that his only interest 
is seeing justice done. (Tierney confirms 
that when Quigley was in the hospital he 
asked that McCarthy be contacted.) 

As for whether McCarthy would spread 
word of the lawsuit to help Peter Torkild- 
sen, McCarthy replies, “Why would I do 
that? I was thinking of running against 
Torkildsen.” 

The case hasn’t generated much ink in 
the North Shore media. At least two news- 
papers looked into the suit and decided 
Quigley’s allegations were without merit. 
But rumors hang over Tierney’s campaign, 
putting him on the defensive at a time 
when he’s trying to establish himself as a 
serious contender. 

Goldman says he told Tierney: “Wel- 
come to politics.” 


By the spring of 1993, according to in- 
terviews and documents filed in court by 
both sides, John Quigley was in rough 
shape. At 62, he’d recently lost his mother, 
and was living alone in the house where he 
grew up — a two-story cottage in a neat, 
tree-lined neighborhood near the Lynn- 
Salem border. He was, by his lawsuit’s ac- 
count, suffering from “a heart condition, 
diabetes, numerous medications [sic], and 
severe depression.” 

Sometime that spring he was approached 
by an old friend, Bernie McGovern, also of 
Lynn, owner of the now-defunct Lynn Tele- 
gram News and the former owner of the 
Lynn Sunday Post. Quigley had been an 
employee of McGovern’s, and he continues 
to write a column for the Sunday Post. 

For several years McGovern had been 
trying to persuade Quigley to sell his home 
and move into a place he could afford. On 
May 14 McGovern finally succeeded:

Quigley signed a purchase-and-sale agree- 
ment to sell to A. James Lynch, Inc., of 
Lynn, for $61,000 — the amount of the 
two mortgages Quigley had taken out. 
Seven days after that Quigley, by his 
own account, suffered a psychotic episode, 
perhaps caused by an adverse reaction to 
medication, and was taken to AtlantiCare 
Hospital, in Lynn. He was discharged on 
June 30 and moved into senior housing. 
Meanwhile, in mid June the Lynn De- 
partment of Public Health inspected the 
premises. (The Lynch firm’s lawyer, Robert 
Weber, of Lynn, believes the inspectors re- 
sponded to a neighbor’s complaint; Quigley 
charges City Hall was in league with the 
trash hauler who later cleaned out his 
house.) On June 15, William Cushing, the 
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Quigley also accuses Tierney. of doing 
nothing to take care of his belongings; he 
claims he lost antiques, an autographed 
photo of John F. Kennedy — even pictures 
of his mother. Tierney denies the charge, 
saying he tried repeatedly, without success, 
to interest Quigley in going over to the 
house and retrieving his personal posses- 
sions. He adds the contents of the house 
were in such poor shape that they were 
worth little. Those contents were eventually 
hauled away by Wilfred Simard, of Lynn, 
who was subsequently named a co-defen- 
dant along with Tierney and the Lynches. 

At some point that fall, Quigley decided 
to try to get his house back, and he re- 
tained Martin McNulty. James Lynch met 
with McNulty on October 21. “We tried to

everything from “severe unsanitary conditions” to “wild animals.” 


sanitary inspector/ constable, issued an or- 
der of condemnation, ruling the house “un- 
fit for human habitation” given the “severe 
unsanitary conditions throughout the entire 
dwelling unit” and “falling ceilings, poor 
housekeeping and wild animals in the 
dwelling unit.” In fact, a neighbor who de- 
scribed herself as sympathetic to Quigley’s 
plight told the Phoenix last week, “I will ad- 
mit, the place was a mess.” 

Tierney, who’d been handling Quigley’s 
legal affairs for several years, says he knew 
neither Bernie McGovern nor the Lynch 
firm’s principals, A. James Lynch and 
Thomas Lynch, prior to the sale. On July 
13, Tierney had Quigley sign over the 
deed. Because of a legal error, Tierney had 
Quigley sign a confirmatory deed on July 
28. On both occasions, Tierney insists, 
Quigley acted of his own free will; 
Quigley, though, says Tierney pressured 
him into signing: “He said, ‘You can’t 
back down now, not at this point.’ If I had 
been in the condition I am now, and nor- 
mally am, I never would have signed it.” 


show him the documents and to discuss 
the facts, and he simply was not interest- 
ed,” Lynch says in an affidavit. “He kept 
mentioning that plaintiff had a ‘compelling 
story’ and how would it look if it got into 
the local newspapers. The implication was 
clear that regardless of the facts that this 
‘story’ may damage my reputation and af- 
fect my business.” 

In addition, Tierney says McNulty 
threatened him in a telephone conversa- 
tion: “He said to me, ‘If I were in your po- 
sition, running for Congress, I’d want to 
resolve this thing.’” © 

McNulty doesn’t deny playing hardball in 
attempting to win a financial settlement for 
his client. “I had something to negotiate 
with, put it that way,” he says. “But as far as 
ever saying I would go to the newspapers to 
embarrass them, that never happened at 
all.” He flatly denies Tierney’s accusation. 

The next move came on Friday, Decem- 
ber 17. McNulty filed suit and put forth a 
motion for the defendants to cease sales 
activities. Judge Charles Grabau ordered 
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that a hearing on the motion be held the 
following Monday, December 20, at 2 
p.m. But at 9 a.m. on Monday, the Lynch 
firm sold the house to a third party; when 
2 p.m. rolled around, Grabau denied Mc- 
Nulty’s motion for a preliminary injunc- 
tion, citing the fact that the house had al- 
ready been sold. 

McNulty calls the Monday-morning sale 
a “slap in the face” to the court. But 
Robert Weber, the Lynch firm’s attorney, 
says the closing had been scheduled for 
weeks, and that his clients had a legal obli- 
gation to follow through. Tierney says he 
knows nothing about the transaction, since 
his involvement ended when Quigley 
signed the confirmatory deed last July 28. 


Underlying the accusations and counter- 
accusations is John Quigley’s central 
premise: that John Tierney, James Lynch, 
Thomas Lynch, and Wilfred Simard un- 
justly enriched themselves. But based on 
court records, it’s virtually impossible to 
see how that might have happened. 

Simard merely hauled away what the 
Lynches — the legal owners of the house as 
of July 13, 1993 — told him to haul away. 

James Lynch says in his affidavit that in 
addition to paying $61,000 for the house, 
he spent $41,000 on renovations and oth- 
er expenses, for a total of $102,000. Giv- 
en the condition that Quigley’s house was 
in before the sale, such expenses seem 
plausible; in any case, if the suit goes to 
trial, he would be compelled to produce 
receipts. The Lynch firm sold the house 
for $116,900. Its profit: $14,900, or 
about 12.7 percent. 

Which leaves John Tierney. “We’re not 
sure exactly how Mr. Tierney may have 
profited from this,” says McNulty. “I think 
that’s a question to be put before a jury.” 

Tierney, sitting in his second-floor of- 
fice overlooking downtown Salem, thumbs 
through a deposition that Quigley gave on 
January 28. One section consists of page 
after page of Tierney’s lawyer, Mary Har- 
rington (no relation to the political Har- 
ringtons), demanding to know what evi- 
dence Quigley had that Tierney enriched 
himself improperly; Quigley, with frequent 
time-outs to consult with McNulty, insists 
repeatedly that he has evidence, but refus- 
es to divulge it. 

Tierney expresses frustration. Obviously 
he’d rather talk about his campaign than 
about a lawsuit that makes it look like he 
snookered a mentally unstable relative. 

“There was no financial gain, so I’m not 
sure what the allegation is,” Tierney says. 
“There’s not a dime that changed hands 
anywhere. He was being done a favor. 
John was very appreciative right up until I 
heard from McNulty. He doesn’t have one 
scintilla of evidence of unjust enrichment 
on my part. And I doubt he’s got any on 
Mr. Lynch, either. 

“It’s unfortunate. It’s a totally unfortu- 
nate thing.”

The Roxy is located at 279 Tremont St 


across from the Wang Center 


may be the right choice at the wrong time. 
Breyer is a technocrat, a brilliant, facile 

thinker who loves legal minutiae. Every 

court, including the US Supreme Court, 


'| needs technocrats, and Breyer is without 


doubt the best and the brightest of his kind. 
But Clinton was widely reported to be 


| looking for someone not from the tradition- 
‘| al judicial mold — someone, instead, who 


could shake up the Supreme Court and in- 


| fuse it with the kind of real-life experience, 


common sense, and humanity that can tem- 

per the neat logic of the law. He has not 

found such a person in Stephen Breyer. 
Indeed, what little opposition has been 


voiced thus far comes from those on the 


extreme ends of the political spectrum, 


| who worry that Breyer will not carry their 


ideological water. 

Thus, Senator Howard Metzenbaum 
(D-Ohio) is unhappy because Breyer is 
skeptical of the ability of the same govern- 
ment that runs the Postal Service to regu- 
late the nation’s commercial life. 

Likewise, Arthur Kropp, president of the 
liberal group People for the American 
Way, and Kate Michelman, president of 
the National Abortion and Reproductive 
Rights Action League, have expressed dis- 
may over Breyer’s dissenting vote in a 
1989 case in which the First Circuit struck 
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by Harvey Silverglate 


Robojudge

down a state law requiring parental per- 
mission before a minor could have an 
abortion. Breyer voiced approval of 
parental permission. Though arguably 
problematic, such a position hardly signals 
opposition to a woman’s right to choose. 

On the right, a conservative group 
known as American Cause has announced 
it will oppose Breyer’s confirmation be- 
cause it fears he will interpret the Consti- 
tution too loosely. 

Such discouraging words, though, are 
the exception. 

Since Clinton announced Breyer’s ap- 
pointment to replace retiring Justice Harry 
Blackmun, Breyer has garnered support 
from liberals like Senator Ted Kennedy (his 
sponsor), and doctrinaire conservatives like 
Senator Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) and Senate 
Minority Leader Bob Dole (R-Kansas). 

Both Bruce Fein, an ultraconservative 
legal scholar, and Harvard Law professor 
Laurence Tribe, a liberal who may be the 
nation’s leading constitutional-law expert, 
have hailed Breyer’s selection. Fein recent- 
ly wrote that “champions of judicial re- 
straint and enlightened jurisprudence 
should be cheering.” Tribe commented, 
“Unlike people who parade their brain in 
front of others, and unlike people who 
wear their hearts on their sleeves, I think 
Steve will lead with his head. When Breyer 
speaks, his fellow justices will listen.” 

When Breyer’s career and his consider- 
able body of written judicial opinions are 
studied and understood, the reason-for 
such praise comes into focus. Wall Street 
Journal legal reporter Paul M. Barrett 
came closest to the mark, describing Brey- 
er as “a powerful thinker and clear writer,” 
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FREEDOM-FIGHTERS like Black, Brandeis, Douglas, Warren, 


and Marshall are no longer heard within these walls. 


but also “something of a technocrat.” Bar- 
rett went on: 


What will frustrate those who try to pi- 
geonhole Judge Breyer as they comb 
through his voluminous record of 
opinions and other writings is the lack 
of an overarching philosophy. Because 
Judge Breyer doesn’t have a distinct 
agenda or ideology, his addition to the 
court won’t affect its current conserva- 
tive tilt in any dramatic way. 


What emerges from Breyer’s elegant 
and clear writing is a judge who avoids 
knee-jerk reactions, closely examines the 
facts, draws fine distinctions, and does 
not engage in verbal pyrotechnics and 
obfuscations. 

Breyer practices the time-honored judi- 
cial craft of drawing distinctions between 
cases based upon sometimes small but 
meaningful factual variations that do, and 
‘| indeed should, affect the outcome. 

Thus, though Breyer agreed that the 
legislature may require that a parent of a 
pregnant girl should have some say over 
whether she should have an abortion, he 
also voted in 1990, along with a majority 
of his colleagues on the First Circuit, to 
overturn the Reagan-era regulations pro- 
hibiting federally funded family-planning 
clinics from offering abortion counseling. 
(The gag rule was affirmed, however, by a 
five-to-four vote of the Rehnquist Su- 
preme Court in the infamous case of Rust 
v. Sullivan. The Clinton administration has 
since lifted the rule.) 


First Amendment fan 

With respect to the critical legal issues 
of our day — whether freedom will be 
preserved in an age of growing govern- 
mental power, and whether equality under 
the law will be preserved in a diverse soci- 
ety in which ethnic, racial, sexual, and oth- 
er groups are vying for preferential treat- 
ment — Breyer’s record is cause for cau- 
tious optimism. 

His opinions demonstrate considerable 
respect for the First Amendment. 

His view in the abortion-clinic gag-or- 
der case, for example, was based upon the 
right to free speech: the rule prohibited 
health professionals at clinics that received 
federal funds from mentioning the option 
of abortion to patients. 

He demonstrated sensitivity to religious 
liberty in a 1985 case when, in a relatively 
rare dissent, he sided with students at Bos- 
ton University who refused, for religious 
reasons, to disclose certain government- 
mandated information on financial-aid 
forms. Breyer wrote that to deny financial 
aid for a “minor deviation from the bu- 
reaucratic norm in a nation as diverse as 
ours, housing so many strongly held but 
differing points of view, is to exacerbate 
conflict where it could be muted.” 

Breyer’s record on freedom of con- 
science is solid as well. In the 1984 case of 
Wald v. Reagan, Breyer ruled that a federal 
statute did not give the president the right 
to stop US citizens from traveling to Cuba. 
In that same year, he wrote an opinion 
holding that the government could not in- 
vestigate the loyalty of a citizen as a pre- 
condition to his or her employment at the 
World Health Organization (WHO). Brey- 
er held that the executive order requiring a 
loyalty check was overly broad because it 
included, as a relevant factor, whether the 


applicant “advocated” (rather than partici- 
pated in) treason, sedition, or revolution. 
Political advocacy, wrote Breyer, is political 
speech protected by the First Amendment. 

But it is important to note that even in 
those opinions in which Breyer upheld 
First Amendment rights, he did so on the 
narrowest grounds available. Thus, in the 
Boston University religious-freedom case, 
as in the Cuba and WHO cases, he con- 
centrated on constricting the reach of 
statutes rather than declaring broad con- 
stitutional principles. 

Not that this makes Breyer a bad judge. 
There is, after all, a long-established judi- 
cial doctrine that a court should seek to 
decide a case on the narrowest grounds 
available. 

Nonetheless, Breyer’s restrained legal 
opinions can leave one with the feeling 
that he is, to an uncomfortable degree, too 
much of a legal technocrat, too enamored 
of sheer logic that’s devoid of some of the 
messier details of real life. David Mar- 
golick, of the New York Times, recently 
observed: 


Some of the judges with whom he has 
sat .. . find his intellectually nimble, 
facile ways a bit disconcerting. “He’s 
able because of his brilliance to sup- 
port any position,” said one. “He has 
to guard against that, and we, his col- 
leagues, have to, too. We have to count 
to 10 before we buy what he’s selling.” 


Before settling on Breyer, the president 
gave every indication that he was looking 
for someone very different. At various 
times Clinton considered highly political 
choices such as New York Governor Mario 
Cuomo (who took himself out of the run- 
ning for the vacancy that went to Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg) and retiring Senate Ma- 
jority Leader George Mitchell (ditto this 
time around). In both instances, Clinton 
couldn’t quite bring himself to name Sec- 
retary of the Interior Bruce Babbitt, a for- 
mer Arizona governor who Clinton report- 
edly hoped would emulate Hugo Black, 
the former senator named to the Court in 
1937 who fought for freedom, dignity, and 
equality for nearly four decades. 

But these are difficult times for Clinton, 
and because of that he appears unwilling 
to undergo the kind of confirmation battle 
that the selection of a controversial figure 
might have triggered. With Breyer, Clinton 
took the path of least resistance. 


Passion gap 

Breyer’s approach is perhaps best exem- 
plified in an opinion he wrote on February 
28 of this year. Given the constraints he 
was under, he no doubt ruled the right 
way — but he did so in a way that was de- 
void of the passionate outrage, or at least 
the skepticism, that the situation invited. 

Daniel Gendron’s case came before the 
appeals court after he was convicted of 
buying child pornography. Federal postal 
inspectors, emulating similar child-porn 
stings across the country, identified Gen- 
dron as a target, corresponded with him, 
and offered him an opportunity to buy 
sexually explicit materials. Gendron did so, 
and was promptly arrested. 

There is an entire squad of postal inspec- 
tors, flanked by federal prosecutors, who 
specialize in this disgusting method to entice, 
arrest, and imprison eccentrics, most of

whom are harmless. The feds use taxpayers’ 
money to set up bogus companies that ad- 
vertise the distribution of child-porn maga- 
zines, catalogues, and videotapes. This 
method does not catch those who exploit 
children to produce pornography, only those 
who read it in the privacy of their homes. 

In reviewing the conviction of Gendron, 
Breyer dealt with the defendant’s claim that 
the tactics used by the postal inspectors 
went over the line and enticed someone 
who would not otherwise have committed 
the crime, thereby constituting unlawful 
entrapment. Breyer rejected the claim. 

Given the law as crafted some years ear- 
lier by a Congress stampeding into the 
“family values” arena, and buttressed by 
the judicial opinions of a Supreme Court 
loaded with Reagan and Bush appointees 
not particularly bothered by such tactics 
(although even the Court reversed one 
child-porn conviction, in 1992, on entrap- 
ment grounds), the outcome of the Gen- 
dron appeal was fairly predictable, regard- 
less of who was sitting on the reviewing 
panel of the First Circuit. 

But even though the Supreme Court’s 
precedents virtually required the appeals- 
court judges to affirm Gendron’s convic- 
tion, they’ were nonetheless free to com- 
ment. Judges are allowed to use whatever 
bully pulpit they have to influence the oth- 
er branches of government in forging a 
more decent society respectful of individu- 
al rights. They need not sit by silently and 
watch the machinery of government crush 
the lives of citizens. 

Breyer, though, writing for the three- 
judge panel, wrote simply: 


Without this kind of law enforcement 
weapon, it would often prove difficult, 
or impossible, to stop certain seriously 
criminal activity, particularly activity 
involving drugs, or corruption, or other 
crimes in which no direct participant 
wants the crime detected. 


In sharp contrast, one member of the 
panel, Louis Pollak, a highly respected visit- 
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ing federal district judge from Philadelphia, 
made the following observation in a sepa- 
rate concurring opinion: 


The fact that the methods pursued by 
government agents to offer Gendron a 
tempting opportunity to commit a crime 
were not only successful but have been 
found by this court (correctly, in my 
view) not to have been unlawful — i.e., 
not to have crossed the line into the for- 
bidden realm of entrapment — does 
not, in my judgment, signify that those 
methods of enforcing this sort of statute 
are something to be proud of. 


which he helped write. The guidelines, 
which went into effect in the 1980s, were 
designed to ensure that criminals who 
committed similar crimes be punished in 
more or less similar ways regardless of the 
district in which they were prosecuted, and 
regardless of their position in society. 
However, that nice theory has misfired. 
Many people have been sentenced to 
prison terms that were so inordinately long 
and disproportionate that conscientious 
judges have spoken out against such cruel- 
ty. Yet Breyer has continued to defend the 
guidelines in speeches at judicial confer- 
ences, at bar meetings, and in his written 
court opinions. Judge Breyer, the legal

Thus did Pollak contribute that element 
we need desperately from our judges: an 
acknowledgement of the overriding im- 
portance of decency, conscience, civic 
virtue, and devotion to liberty. To decide 
a case like Gendron’s without so much as 
criticizing the distasteful and, in the end, 
corrupting methods used by postal in- 
spectors and prosecutors is to take judi- 
cial restraint and neutrality to a point 
where decency becomes irrelevant, and 
where toleration of evil becomes automat- 
ic and silent. 

Breyer’s cautious instincts have also 
been on display over the controversy con- 
cerning federal sentencing guidelines, 


technician, helped create a finely tuned 
watch that is a mechanical wonder in its 
smooth and logical operation. The only 
problem is that, in the real world, it fails to 
keep time. 

The growing revolt among lower-court 
judges finally forced Breyer, in a case de- 
cided in June 1993, to rule that there was 
some flexibility to moderate a sentence in 
“unusual” cases. In that case, a single 
mother of three young children had been 
convicted of carrying a pound of cocaine 
from New York to Providence and sen- 
tenced to 33 months in prison, a sentence 
the district-court judge believed was man- 
dated by the guidelines. 


Right judge, wrong Court 

There are some who believe that, given 
the present composition of the Supreme 
Court, Stephen Breyer is exactly the right 
choice. Former Harvard president (and, 
before that, dean of the law school) Derek 
Bok told the Harvard Crimson that the 
Court has for some years been “a bit too 
politically divided and motivated,” and that 
the Breyer nomination was a step in creat- 
ing a court more likely to “retain wide- 
spread respect.” 

Harvard Law professor Alan Dershowitz, 
who knows Breyer well (Breyer has taught 
at Harvard Law), gave the judge his highest 
praise, telling the Crimson that Breyer was 
not only a potential architect of “a liberal 
consensus which will marginalize the ex- 
treme right and give much more power to 
the center left,” but was someone who, at 
long last, would provide an intellectual 
match for Justice Antonin Scalia, who cur- 
rently anchors the Court’s right wing. 

A variation of this view — that Breyer 
will help consolidate and give an intellec- 
tual voice to the Court’s emerging center 
— is espoused not only by most of Brey- 
er’s Harvard and judicial colleagues, but 
by a variety of other legal commentators. 

But at this point in the Supreme 
Court’s history — bereft as it is of zeal- 
ous, consistent, and impassioned advo- 
cates of individual liberty and equality be- 
fore the law — does the Court need 
someone like Stephen Breyer? Wouldn’t 
justice be better served by a passionate 
freedom-fighter like Hugo Black, William 
Douglas, Louis Brandeis, Earl Warren, 
William Brennan, Thurgood Marshall — 
even Harry Blackmun? 

Perhaps the president’s political and per- 
sonal troubles simply made the risk of such 
an appointment unacceptable to him and his 
handlers. If so, it was an opportunity lost. 

Clinton should have spent some political 
capital and picked a justice with the kind of 
“overarching philosophy” and “distinct 
agenda” that spark controversy. Certainly 
there’s room for such a justice among the 
conservative ideologues and centrist tech- 
nocrats who comprise today’s Court. 

Without at least a couple of such mem- 
bers, it is unlikely the Supreme Court will 
reach for — much less attain — greatness.Q

(Since you can’t be- 
come a full-fledged member of a- 
service like the WELL through 
gopher, you can’t use it for e- 
mail, and you can’t take part in 
its on-line discussions. But you 
can read — and download —_ 
anything you want.) For a truly 
impressive display of what’s 
out there, burrow through your 
local hole until you find some- 
thing called “All the Gophers in 
the World.” Be patient. 

Gopher is among the easiest-to- 
use tools on the Internet. Just type 
the word “gopher,” followed by

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outgrowth of the Whole Earth Catalog of 
the 1960s and ’70s, the WELL has been 
around since the mid ’80s. This is where 
Howard Rheingold, editor of the Whole 
Earth Review and author of The Virtual 
Community, got his start, and it continues 
to be home base for some of the most in- 
teresting minds in cyberspace. 
WELLgopher, established in late 1993, 
doesn’t let you participate in the WELL’s 
conferences, which are esteemed among 
connoisseurs for their eclecticism and in- 
telligence. But the sysops have made a 


genuine effort to dig a gopher hole that of- 
fers both substance and humor; it’s much 
more than a come-on to entice you to sub- 
scribe to the WELL, although it’s that, too. 
“We wanted to build something that 
would be something like a magazine — 
with editors, editorial control and com- 
ments, and a clear ‘point of view,’ ” says a 
posting titled, in characteristically self-con- 
scious WELL fashion, “No, really, what IS

would be impossible. You could literally 
spend days navigating up and down the 
menus, poring over its postings, which are 
strange and wonderful as well as informa- 
tive and serious. But a few highlights 
should give you an idea of what you'll find: 
¢ The WELL is one of the leading voic- 
es of cyberculture, and WELLgopher re- 
flects that lofty status. In the “Cyberpunk 
and Postmodern Culture” section you'll 
find essays and speeches by writer Bruce 
Sterling and interviews with Richard Lin- 
klater, director of Slacker. Under “Hack- 
ing,” you'll find articles about the Clipper 
chip — the Clinton administration’s pro- 
posal to make spying easy in the informa- 
tion age. Elsewhere, you'll find a lengthy 
essay, “Cyberocracy Is Coming,” by David 
Ronfeldt, on how the information revolu- 
tion is likely to change the way govern- 
ment bureaucracies operate. 

* Deadheads will want to dig into the 
Grateful Dead section, which includes ev- 
ery radio station in the US that carries the 
Grateful Dead Hour, program logs from 
that show, and set lists dating back to 
1991, as well as a 1982 interview with Jer- 
ry Garcia. And twentysomethings who find 
the Dead more a sedative than a stimulant 
can burrow into the Techno/Rave Go- 
pherspace, based at Stanford. 

¢ On the practical side, WELLgopher is 
loaded with Internet resources, including 
on-line guides, access to gophers devoted 
to concerns ranging from gay-and-lesbian 
issues to the Bible, and virus-detection 
software. 

¢ It wouldn’t be San Francisco (or, in 
the case of the WELL, Sausalito, which is 
more San Francisco than San Francisco) 
without some truly weird stuff. To that 
end, WELLgopher offers ’zines with titles 
such as Barney Must Die (a favorite 
among parents of young children) and 
Pigdog; a JFK-assassination section; and 
“Manifestos,” where you'll find the mus- 
ings of someone called Spoonman (taken 
from the WELL’s Mondo 2000 confer- 
ence), who sums up his philosophy this 
way: “We must move forward, and in so 
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doing, dissolve our solitude in great swirls 
of melt-o-pleasure. Only then, will we be 
sure of our commitment to this journey 
upon which we now embark.” Okay.

Institute for Global Communications 
Take a soft left 

If WELLgopher seems like a place 
where aging Boomers and technologically 
hip Generation Xers meet, then the gopher 
operated by the Institute for Global Com- 
munications (IGC) feels like the last out- 
post of the anti-Reagan youth. This hole is 
pervaded by a do-gooder leftism that’s at 
times uplifting in its idealism, at times in- 
furiating in its naiveté. 

The IGC operates four BBSs — Peace- 
Net, EcoNet, ConflictNet, and LaborNet 
— and its gopher hole consists of material 
from those boards, supplemented by vari- 
ous Internet resources. 

Perhaps the most valuable section is 
“IGC Headline News,” a running list of al- 
ternative viewpoints with a considerably 
different perspective from that of the 
mainstream media — and, for that matter, 
from almost anything you'll find in print. 

A recent day’s offerings, for instance, 
included an article by Mexican labor ac- 
tivists who contend that NAFTA is hurting 
working people in their country (was Ross 
right?); information on how to travel to 
Bosnia this summer to help refugees re- 
turn to their homes; and a piece by Pales- 
tinian-American activist Edward W. Said 
reprinted from the Arab newspaper al- 
Hayat. Said accuses PLO leader Yasir 
Arafat of caving in to Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin, and compares both men 
unfavorably to what he considers their 
South African counterparts, Nelson Man- 
dela (Arafat) and F.W. de Klerk (Rabin). 

If you want to know what Fidel Castro’s 
doing when he’s not imprisoning poets 
and executing his political opponents, 
you'll find it in all its unquestioning, rose- 
colored glory in the “Peace, Human 
Rights, and Social Justice” section. Else- 
where you'll find information related to la- 
bor issues (including union BBSs); wom- 
en’s issues; education and youth; and the 
UN and other international organizations. 

The IGC gopher really shines, though, in 
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its environmental offerings. You'll find the 
complete text of Rachel’s Hazardous Waste 
News, published by the Environmental Re- 
search Foundation, as well as bulletins 
from Greenpeace and access to consider- 
able amounts of raw government data. 

Also included is the “1993 National En- 
vironmental Scorecard,” an in-depth analy- 
sis of the voting record of every member of 
Congress, compiled by the League of Con- 
servation Voters. And by the way, Massa- 
chusetts’s senators scored number two, 
with John Kerry earning a perfect 100 per- 
cent and Ted Kennedy an 88. The House 
delegation came in fourth, with Democrats 
Barney Frank, Joe Kennedy, Ed Markey, 
and John Olver all at 95 percent.

Wired Online 
Cyberpunks with attitude 

Wired is as much a concept as it is a 
magazine, and its cutting-edge graphic de- 
sign is an important part of its identity. So 
it’s something of a surprise that Wired 
translates so well to the ASCII universe of 
the Net — and since hard-disk space is a 
lot cheaper than paper, it allows for the 
addition of material that doesn’t find its 
way into print. 

The magazine recently upgraded its 
much-criticized section on America On- 
line. But the real action is taking place 
down in its gopher hole, known simply as 
Wired Online. It includes the complete 
contents of every issue (except for the cur- 
rent month), going back to its debut, in 
January 1993, searchable by issue, depart- 
ment, and keyword; information on how to 
subscribe; a notice about Wired’s new 
weekly e-mailing list (to subscribe, send a 
message to infodroid@wired.com, with the 
body reading “subscribe hotwired”); a 
press release touting its National Magazine 
Award for General Excellence; and data on 


Wired’s most recent contest, a promotion _ 


involving Tom Waits’s new album, The 
Black Rider. 

But what’s made Wired such a hot book 
is that it exudes Attitude. It somehow man- 
ages to combine snob appeal to the cyber- 
elite with a “welcome aboard” to newbies. 
That attitude, fortunately, has made the 
transition to gopherspace. 

For instance, there’s its archive on the 
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Clipper chip, a venomous collection of es- 
says, graphics files, and miscellaneous 
material aimed at derailing the govern- 
ment’s proposal to equip every telephone, 
computer, fax machine, and TV set with 
the technology to make it possible for fed- 
eral spies to monitor everyone’s activities. 
Although you'll find anti-Clipper stuff all 
over the Net, Wired Online’s is notable for 
its nasty edge. In addition to essays from 
such luminaries as Bruce Sterling and 
John Perry Barlow (a lyricist for the 
Grateful Dead and co-founder, with 
Mitch Kapor, of the Electronic Freedom 
Foundation), it includes timely quotes 
from such unlikely cybernauts as Ben- 
jamin Franklin (“They that can give up 
essential liberty to obtain a little tempo- 
rary safety deserve neither liberty nor 
safety”) and Orson Welles (“A police- 
man’s job is only easy in a police state”). 

Then there’s the section on the Teale- 
Homolka case, a notorious Canadian 
murder whose details have been censored 
by government officials. This past March, 
Wired ran a piece reporting on the ban’s 
ineffectiveness, pointing out that Canadi- 
ans were getting information through 
smuggled videotapes of American TV 
shows like A Current Affair, through con- 
traband US newspapers, and by jacking in 
to the Net. Canadian authorities promptly 
banned the March Wired — so now Wired 
Online has posted the article, as well as a 
guide on where to find out more about 
the case. Its defiant rebuttal states in 
part: “This article does not reveal details 
of the case. Instead, the article explains 
why the media ban has proven unenforce- 
able and reports how information on the 
case is readily available to Canadians.” 

Newbies can also check out informa- 
tion on how to get up and running on the 
Internet. But since anyone who can find 
Wired Online presumably already has an 
Internet account, most of this section is 
aimed at much more sophisticated users: 
those who no longer want to rely on 
third-party providers, such as universities 
and commercial services, for Net access, 
and who instead want to establish their 
own direct connection — “immensely 
cool but difficult to obtain.”

between men in the 35-plus age bracket 
and the age group just behind them. 

Baby Boomers may have been the first to 
break the rigid rules of traditional sex roles. 
But they came of age in an era in which wom- 
en’s equality was a debatable phenomenon 
— a group of issues to be argued and, per- 
haps, resolved. 

For men now in their 20s and early 30s — 
so-called Generation Xers — feminism has al- 
most always been a fact of life. 

“Baby Boomers take credit for feminism. But 
~ we’re the ones who've put it into practice,” says 
one 28-year-old. 

“There’s an economic equity between men and 
women in my generation that didn’t exist in the 
Baby Boom generation,” he adds. “There’s a dis- 
enfranchisement ethos that’s a uniting factor be- 
tween men and women. We’re the children of di- 
vorce, and we came of age in an era in which there 
was a lot of conflict about sex roles, and we saw 
women getting out of marriages for those reasons. 

“Baby Boomer hypocrisy about women is legend,” 
he continues. “Hey — we’re the first generation of | 
pat men to come of age who've been trained not to 
think with our dicks.”

Psychologist Ron Levant, a Harvard Med- 
ical School faculty member who’s studied male and female 
attitudes toward sex-role norms, says young men are dif- 
ferent enough from their elders that they may actually be 
changing societal expectations of sex roles. 

In 1990 Levant led a study to determine men’s and 
women’s attitudes toward what psychologists have long 
considered male sex-role norms: “avoidance of femininity, 
restrictive emotionality, aggression, achievement/status, 
self-reliance, homophobia, attitudes toward sex.” 

“Younger men rejected all five out of seven norms tradi- 
tionally considered masculine,” Levant says. “The only 
ones they didn’t reject were aggression and self-reliance.” 
Clearly, he adds, “They’re more accepting than older men 
of feminism and the way women have changed.” 

Men born during the Vietnam War years didn’t 
bounce into the world with egalitarian, enlightened out- 
looks on sex differences, of course. Children during the 
early days of feminism, they grew up with the women’s 
movement as it moved closer and closer to the main- 
stream. Their teachers — particularly the younger and 
hipper among them — were likely to espouse at least the 
theory of equal rights for women. They entered the job 
market in an era of recession, so many of their expecta- 
tions of success, and of what kind of earning power it 
takes to support a family, differ from those of men even 
a few years older. They’re also the first generation of 
American males not to face mandatory military service 
— a near-guaranteed macho experience for most Ameri- 
can men of this century. 

The males who will be middle-age in 2000 are not the 
spiritual heirs of feminist pinup boy Alan Alda. Influenced 
by the women’s movement and the beginnings of a seismic 
shift in what it means to be a wife and mother, they tend 
to be less impressed than generations past by movements 
and causes. 

At the same time, they’ve also been shaped by women 


who shook up American pop culture in the past 
decade and a half. They grew up watching Lieutenant 
Uhura and Nurse Chapel help run the Enterprise and 
seeing Mary Tyler Moore struggle to maintain her 
self-respect as she kept WJM-TV News together. They 
read books by Judy Blume. They listened to Patti 
Smith, the Go-Gos, and Madonna. As musician Mike 
County, 30, points out, “There were so many women in 
the music business, compared to other businesses, that a 
lot of us lost interest in fast women, fast cars, and all 
that sexist crap early on.” 

But losing interest in sexist nonsense doesn’t mean los- 
ing interest in sex — despite the current insistence 
among the politically correct that sexual attraction is the 
same as objectification. And young men and women alike 
say reconciling personal with political beliefs is no easier 
for this generation than it’s been for any other. + 

“I just can’t imagine having a wife, in quotes,” says 26- 
year-old law clerk Jeff Follett. “I can’t imagine not divid- 
ing housework, or always assuming my career comes first. 
I don’t have a problem with having a woman for my boss 
or my teacher. I’m quite conscious of gender issues. 

“But I will still check out anyone with a skirt. I wonder 
whether relations between the sexes can ever really be 
equal. There’s a lot of confusion among my generation 
about that.” 


Marital politics 

Politics, the economy, and the evolution in television’s 
notion of a tough woman, from Bewitched’s Samantha to 
Murphy Brown, go a long way toward explaining what 
seems to be a Significant social change in the way young 
men regard women. 

So do women’s attitudes: a Virginia Slims opinion poll 
taken in 1970 showed that two-thirds of women surveyed 
said men were basically kind, gentle, and thoughtful. In a 
comparable 1990 poll, slightly more than half agreed. The 
later survey also showed that growing numbers of women 
are increasingly bothered by the sort of sexism many have 
long been told to laugh off, such as nude pictures of wom- 
en in men’s magazines and being referred to as a girl 
rather than a woman. 

If there’s a single woman behind the fledgling male- 
feminist phenomenon, though, it’s very likely Mom. 

The divorce rate in the United States doubled between 
1965 and 1975. In 1970, one out of 10 families was 
headed by a woman, according to the federal Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. By 1989, the proportion of families in 
which the mother was the breadwinner had increased to 
one in five. 

“I was raised by my mother, I don’t know anyone who 
was raised by their fathers,” says G.A. Donovan, 27, a 
graduate student who’s entering Harvard Divinity School 
this fall. “Our mothers had to go out and get jobs and 
shoulder responsibility. Then Dad went out and married 
some young woman and we never saw him.” 

Certainly not all divorced parents fit Donovan’s model. 
Witness Lelaina Pierce’s clueless mom in Reality Bites and 
Jill Clayburgh’s most recent spin on single parenthood in 
Naked in New York — both less-than-flattering screen 
models of Generation X moms.

Nor has every divorced dad disappeared. 

“I was a divorce statistic, but my dad was still around, 
across town,” says Darryl Harding, 25, a waiter at 
Christopher’s, in Cambridge. “In a way, I had things really 
good. I could talk with my mom about anything, and I 
think that put me in touch with my feminine side. My dad 
taught me to cook and clean and do things for myself. So 
I have no problem sharing a household with a woman.” 

Some younger men maintain that divorce and the sex- 
role dilemmas it presented were largely middle- and up- 
per-class phenomena. “I’m Catholic working-class,” says 
Mike County. “It just doesn’t seem like people were get- 
ting divorced when I grew up. I didn’t think about femi- 
nism until I was 18.” 

But it wasn’t just middle- and upper-class American 
mothers raising children in the *70s and ’80s whose roles 
changed. In 1970, only 37 percent of children under 18 
had two parents in the workforce, as compared to 61 per- 
cent today. Mothers of all economic backgrounds entered 
the workforce in record numbers. Studies have shown that 
working-class mothers with jobs outside the home expect 
more help with housework and sharing of traditional 
“women’s duties” from their sons than do their wealthier 
counterparts. Clearly, mothers of this generation of men 
have influenced their sons’ experiences and expectations 
of women in significantly new ways. 

“I’ve always been really comfortable around women — 
not because I grew up surrounded by a lot of feminist 
dogma, but with a strong role model,” says Ron Platt, 34, 
assistant curator at MIT’s List Visual Arts Center. 

“My mom was a lot of things women weren’t supposed 
to be,” Platt says. “My parents were friends and partners. 
I was jealous of other kids in junior high, who seemed like 
they had TV families. I wished my mother didn’t wear 
flannel shirts and blue jeans. I started to appreciate her 
when I started taking women’s-studies courses in college, 
and found out a lot of what I learned about I'd already 
learned at home.” 

To be sure, most married men and women fit a more 
regressive, “man-and-wife” scheme than Platt’s parents 
did. And most expected members of their families to play 
familiar, traditional roles. 

“My parents were liberals. But I grew up with all the 
man-of-the-house-at-the-head-of-the-table kind of stuff,” 
says Nem Hackett, 28, a house-painter and artist. “My 
mom had to explain to my dad that he had to give me at- 
tention. That he could kiss me good night instead of shak- 
ing my hand.” 

Jacob Smith Yang, 26, a paralegal at Gay and Lesbian 
Advocates and Defenders (GLAD), grew up in what he 
describes as an atmosphere of feminist ferment within the 
confines of a traditional family. 

“My mother was a ’60s idealist who felt the world could 
be a better place. We always got Ms. She’s always watched 
TV very interactively. She’s one of the smartest people I 
know. She likes dialogue, and I talked to her a lot. She al- 
ways worked — she taught college — but she always tried 


~ to be home by three.” 


Yang says his mother pursued a career and ran a 
household without complaining. (Though he did once 
See EVOLVED, page 22 
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find an early-feminist-era poster, reading FUCK HOUSE- 
work, hidden at the bottom of one of her drawers.) “She 
said she was a woman who had children but was still a 
feminist with a career,” he recalls. “My father didn’t take 
her work as seriously as he took his. And I always 
thought that was unfair.” 

Graphic artist Kevin Miller, 31, expresses similar 
feelings. 

“Unlike me, both of my older brothers got married, 
started families, and looked for totally supportive wives. 
That was the role my mother played — grudgingly,” says 
Miller. “My mother is very smart, very well-read. She 


about politics and a variety of personal things. 

“When I was a teenager, we used to walk around’ the 
block and talk. When I was about 14 or 15, I started re- 
alizing she’d thrown away a lot of opportunities. I saw a 
lot of problems that resulted from that and it freaked 
me out.” 

Notes Ralph Whitehead, a University of Massachu- 
setts journalism professor and social observer: “The 
psychologists tell us that in a single-parent home the 
line between the adult and child begins to get erased. 
A son growing up as a lot of guys of this generation 
did gets a glimpse into his mother’s soul he other- 
wise wouldn’t. So it’s not just walls between gen- 
ders but walls between adults and children that 
have started falling.” 


Back to the ’70s 

Though much is made of the tumult of the 
’60s, the familial fallout from that time was felt 
the following decade — when the children of 
Vietnam-era parents were growing up. The 
Cambodian invasion, the Kent State 
shootings, and the publication 
of the Pentagon Papers kicked 
off the "70s — a decade that 
may have marked the first 4 
time in American history when © 
children in mass numbers 
learned there was little reason 
to believe the adult world had 
any idea what it was doing. j

Indeed, it seems to be a conviction among 
Kennedy and her peers that, sometime during 
their childhoods, what normal looks like changed 
completely. 

“The way people lived in the ’50s and ’60s is very 


far away now,” G.A. Donovan contends. “You look is P#*

No one 
lives that way anymore. 

“Our expectations of women are very different,” Dono- 
van continues. “No one’s looking for a housewife. My 
friends who are getting married are all involved with real 
go-getters — women who have every intention of keeping 
their names; women who, if not established in their ca- 
reers, are well on their way.” 

Some disagree with Donovan’s sweeping assessment. 

“My mother didn’t work, my parents weren’t divorced, 
and that influences the mate I’ve chosen,” says a 30- 
year-old investment analyst who recently married. “If 
you had a good experience growing up, you look for 
similar qualities — someone with similar skills and val- 
ues who enjoys spending time with children. There’s a 
maternal instinct that’s developed over 500,000 years of 
evolution. People deny it exists because of feminism, but 
that’s ridiculous. I think there are differences between 
the sexes you can’t deny.”

“Not necessarily,” he acknowledges. “Financially, that 
would be very hard.” And rare, as well. 

The sole breadwinner isn’t the only stock American 
character who’s disappearing as this generation comes of 
age. The traditional boss is going by the boards, too. 

The percentage of US women in managerial positions 
increased from 27 percent in 1978 to 39 percent 10 years 
later, according to the US Department of Labor Women’s 
Bureau. By 1992, women held 47 percent of all manageri- 
al and professional-specialty occupations. 

“We're finding that when we go out and get jobs and deal 
with people in authority, we have to answer to women,” 
says Donovan. “My first job out of college was at a law firm 

where half the partners were women. There’s still a 
glass ceiling and all. But there’s been 
a tectonic shift in the 
gender 


power structure.” 
Some consider that a plus. 
“I’ve had women bosses, I’ve had male bosses,” says 
Kevin Miller. “With a guy, a lot of the time, there’s all this 
competitiveness. Territorial bullshit I was never into. When 
I work with women, I think I get a little more freedom.” 

Yet there’s debate among young men about how com- 
fortable women are in positions of authority. “I think 
some women in traditional companies like banks and in- 
surance companies try to be too tough. They’re trying to 
prove something, and I really don’t think you have to do 
that now,” says a 31-year-old insurance executive. 

Still, most young men feel they’re far more accepting of 
women in the workplace than are their elders. “Men who 
are 50 years old or even 40 — how many women bosses 
have they had?” the executive asks. “They resent them — 
it’s clear. Somehow they feel they lessen their success.” 

“Middle-age men are demeaning to the women in the 
company I work for,” a 28-year-old man agrees. “Women 
in entry-level jobs in the company are screwed. The wom- 
en who start as receptionists are seen as receptionists. 
Men who start as receptionists are seen as ‘part of our fu- 


Adds a 30-year-old male editor: “Older men have a real 
problem with women in the work force. There’s this whole 
thing of ‘I’m not sexist, but she comes across as a bitch. 
She’s naive if she doesn’t take into account the fact that 
she shouldn’t act tough because if she does she’ll seem 
like a bitch.’ None of this with these very same women is 
my experience at all. It’s kind of like a dog whistle that no 
one but dogs can hear.” 


Beating the drums 

Young men say they’re equally unimpressed with the 
way their fathers and older brothers deal with feminism in 
their social and sexual lives. 

In Douglas Coupland’s novel Shampoo Planet, protago- 
nist Tyler shudders and thinks he’s in the 13th century as 
he sits in a teepee sweat lodge exchanging “male energies 
and lore” with his counterculturalist-turned-Iron-John ab- 
sentee father. Like Tyler, men in their 20s and early 30s 
tend to smirk, if not sneer, as their graying fathers grap- 

ple with the feminism they feel was foisted 
upon them. 

“I can barely remember a 
time when feminism wasn’t 
accepted,” says teacher Ted 
Widmer, 31. “I grew up in a 
family where it was taken for 

granted. My wife is a stark 
raving feminist. But there are a 

lot of 45-year-old guys going 

through a mid-life crisis over it. 
And, like everything that genera- 
tion does, it’s a huge crisis. 
They’re joining the men’s move- 

ment, going out into the woods. 
Feminism isn’t some trauma or 
something we have to go through 
primal scream about.” 

“You have to understand, we hate 
hippies and everything they stand 

for,” says Matt Murphy (not his real 
name), 28, sitting with his friends 
Mike County and Nem Hackett one 
recent night at the Other Side, on 
Newbury Street. 

“I’m totally serious. Lawrence Fer- 
linghetti has said he thought the ’60s 

were a tragedy, because they lost a lot of 
people to drugs, physically and mentally, and because the 
whole free-love thing was a bust. The men ran around and 
got the women pregnant, and the women ended up with 
the kids. I was so happy he said that, because that’s the 
way it always seemed to me.” 

Adds Mike County: “I’ve never equated free love and. 
the hippie movement with any kind of feminism. The-at- 
titude in the 60s among men was that there were more 
important things, and feminism would have to wait. His- 

torically, the attitude toward feminism has been like that 
since the 19th century: wait for the revolution, and 
we'll set it straight. Our generation is much more ac- 

cepting of women and women’s issues.” 
The same seems true of gay men. 

“I’ve seen some shockingly misogynistic behavior 
on the part of older gay men,” says Jacob Smith 
Yang. “I’ve seen some of them refer to women as 
cows. Some of that is an act or an affectation. With 
older gay men, in their 40s, they either seem to hate 
women, or have them as their best friends. You’d 
think gay men would get it.” 

Twenty-three-year-old computer consultant Al 
Farmer agrees. He points out, though, that “that 
generation’s coming-out was a thousand times 

harder than it is now. The only people they 

could rely on were other gay men their own age. 
— Nowadays, younger gay men can relate to 
* women a lot easier. Women are a lot more 
= open, we’re attracted to the same sex, it’s easi- 
er to relate. 

“There’s this thing with older gay men and 
lesbians that I find ugly,” Farmer continues. 
“There’s a definite separation. It’s: ‘Lesbians 
go to this club and that club, and we don’t go 
there and we don’t want to mingle.’ But I 
love to be around lesbians. They have more 
to offer than men do. They tend to be more 

relaxed, less fake.” 


_ Sexual confusion 
“Feminism is like liberalism. People 
might not like the word, but it’s really just 
a common-sense kind of empowerment,” contends Doug 
Bellow, 26, a carpenter. 

It sounds sensible and simple, particularly to the young, 
college-educated, liberal men living on either US coast in 
urban areas — by far the most feminist-friendly of guys. 

But of course it’s not that easy. 

“There’s no question there’s been a dramatic change 
among men in their attitudes toward gender roles,” says 
Frances K. Goldscheider, a professor of sociology at 
Brown University. “But that’s a change in attitudes. We'll 
have to see, with this generation, how much gets translat- 
ed into practice. We’re going through an ambivalent time, 
where young men were raised in families where their 
mothers may have worked but also done most of the 
housework. This has an effect.” 

Young women seem to agree that as far as relations be- 
tween the sexes go, these are, indeed, ambivalent times. 

“People can’t get away with sexism anymore. They can’t 
feign ignorance or pretend it isn’t there,” says Kathryn 
Potts, 30, a curatorial assistant at the Museum of Fine 
Arts. “Gender-based roles are open for discussion. But my 
sense is that many men would rather things stayed the 
same. A man may not be comfortable asking a woman to 
change her name when they get married. But he’d like her 
pay

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to. A lot of male traditions benefit men.” 
And a lot have hampered them, argues Rob Rader, 
26, a third-year student at Harvard Law School. 
“Marlo Thomas ruined my life!” he maintains, launch- 
ing into a rant about the actress’s politically correct fem- 
inist primer for children, which he grew up with. 
“I remember seeing Free To Be You and Me a mil- 
lion times. I had this really rigid idea of equality in my 
head, and it made it very difficult, because any time I 
wanted to ask a woman out for a date, you know, be- 
cause I’m attracted to her, it meant I was objectifying 
her. And that’s not egalitarian. 
“Any sort of selective process of sexuality, whether 
you’re a homosexual or a heterosexual, involves 
making a choice based in part on the other person’s 
gender,” he continues. “If you grow up in an atmo- 
sphere where there’s a lot of feminist rhetoric, 
there’s a certain amount of guilt about that. It’s dif- 
ficult to justify your desires. There’s no politically 
correct way to have desires. 
“There’s a power imbalance now. If you ask 
someone out, you’re an aggressor. On the other 
hand, the burden is on me. Women can play pas- 
sive or play aggressive, depending on which way 
they’re more comfortable with. Either way I play it, 
I’m either a pansy or a chauvinist.” 
Rader’s female contemporaries don’t seem too 
happy with the unspoken expectations of the dat- 
ing scene, either. 
“I think there’s a lot of competition crossover 
in our generation that comes from men and 
women competing at work and competing so- 
cially,” says Jennifer Dargan, 27, a university re- 
search assistant. “I think there are a lot of men 
who are resentful of women in small ways. 
There’s an underlying resentment that the pre- 
vious generation got some goodies they didn’t 
— like all-male schooling, and being likely to j 
be hired for a particular job — that comes out 
on the dating scene. There’s a lot of passive- 
aggressive behavior going on, where men won’t 
acknowledge that they like you, or they’ll say 
women don’t want to be treated nicely. 


they’re friends with first, and they view rela- 
tionships tactically. They strategize. And they can. People 
are getting serious and marrying at much later ages.” 


Rock-and-roll feminism 

Musician Mike County says his belief in feminist politics 
came from “seeing my mother, a widow, raise a whole 
family of boys. 

“It also had a lot to do with music,” he adds. “Deejays 
were women in college. The manager of my first band was 
female. And there were people like Patti Smith. It never 
even occurred to me what her gender was. Then the Slits. 
And Chrissie Hynde. They had the same views I had.” 

“They were part of the same club,” agrees Matt Mur- 
phy. “Punk rock was about that. First of all that anyone 
can do it and, secondly, that women can. And that to me 
meant a lot.” 

Adds County: “All of us in the arts and music grew up in- 
terested in things that were subversive. And feminism was 
subversive. That and anything that went against the old atti- 
tudes was okay with us.”

But the punk scene was cer- 
tainly no feminist paradise — if indeed there is such a 
place. 

“A few years ago, you led sort of a double life,” County 
acknowledges. “You knew women who were very sexual 
and very strong, and those were the women you had rela- 
tionships with. At the same time, I was in an all-boy band, 
and girls would come to the show who were definitely not 
all enlightened girls in the feminist sense. There were 
women you had in your life and women you fucked. It 
never occurred to me that I was being sexist doing it. But 
looking back, clearly I was. I had some sort of power and 
control as a man in those situations.” 

Today, he maintains, women enjoy the same kind 
of power. 

One big difference, though, is that the early days Coun- 
ty recalls were the time “before AIDS.” 

It could be argued that the threat of AIDS has helped 
equalize male-female relations. That the possibility that 


tumbling into bed with a friend could 
ultimately prove to be a lethal en- 
counter has undoubtedly kept more 
interactions platonic, allowing men 
and women to get to know each other 
in nonsexual ways. 

It isn’t just fear of disease that’s driving 
Generation Xers away from one another’s 
passionate embraces. As Elizabeth Wurtzel 
points out in a piece on twentysomethings 
that appeared in Mademoiselle last Jan- 
uary, one way children of divorced and 
dysfunctional families deal with their root- 
lessness is by turning networks of their 
friends into surrogate families. 

“The friendships I have developed as an 
adult are probably the only things standing 
between me and Bellevue,” Wurtzel writes. 
“The hole in my heart that was left by a 
grievous lack of family connections has in 
some way been patched over, if not alto- 
m gether filled, by a sense of family I’ve found 
in the last few years.” 

Having female friends has allowed young 
; F men a depth of appreciation for women that 
few of their fathers and brothers had. 
But the unresolved tensions that arise as 
the sexes sort out sexism and sex roles both- 
ers many, including Kevin Miller. “I don’t 
feel feminism is in any way a burden,” he 
says. “It’s made big advances. Women are 
feeling more and more comfortable, and there 
are changes men have to make. 
“But as women gain more confidence, we 
never know if we’re saying the right thing or 
doing the right thing. It’s a different game. At 
work, a woman and I will be looking at an ad. 
And she’ll say, ‘Why is it a woman? Why are 
all the women in ads always beautiful?’ 
“I agree. Something like Sports Illustrated 
sets up an impossible situation for men, too. 
It’s crap. It creates frustration. I feel like saying 
that. I also feel like saying, ‘Look, I cannot rep- 
resent all the men you’re pissed at.’ I’m blamed 
for sexism all the time.” 
Says Murphy with a sigh: “Feminism has 
thrown a wrench into the way things work so- 
¥. cially. I mean, I have no problem working along- 
© side of women or working for women. I think any 
woman is capable of doing anything I’m doing as 
far as a job or whatever goes. 

“At the same time I’m, like, attracted to women. 
I notice their breasts. And that is supposedly sexist. 
I have to deal with that. And the way I deal with it is joking 
about it when I can with my friends. Because, when I’m 
with women, I don’t want to treat them in a sexist way.” 

“I’ve done the joking thing, too,” says County. “We 
have this very strange way of kidding around, saying weird 
sexist things like, ‘Ah, she’s a swell little filly.’ But I ques- 
tion my motives when I joke like that. There’s this tenden- 
cy to think any kind of sexism is a joke — the Dice Clay 
mentality. But we joke. Even with our girlfriends. You 
know, things like, ‘I’ll speak for her.’ ” 

“We are so cynical, our generation,” Murphy says. 

“We’re more accepting of women than anyone before us, 
but cynical of any ideology,” adds County in agreement. 

Murphy nods: “It makes me sad, sometimes, how cyni- 
cal we all are. Maybe the fact we’re willing to accept the 
idea that women are half the human race will be our con- 
tribution 50 years from now.” Q

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Nesting fever 


A plea for the arm-chair-obsessed

od, grant me the serenity 
To accept the furniture I already own, 
The courage to change my decor with- 
out breaking the bank, 
And the wisdom to stay away from 


Crate & Barrel. 

I have to say this prayer constantly these days. I have 
to whisper it under my breath like a mantra. Don’t let me 
spend, God. Don’t let me become obsessed with linens 
and kitchenware and little lamps and end tables. Help 
me, God. Keep me sane. 

I am moving, you see. Moving to a new place that’s 
bigger and better and (of course) screaming for new fur- 
niture. And if past experience has shown me anything, 
it’s that every transition from one place to the next is 
accompanied by a major case — a dangerous case — of 
nesting fever. 

Nesting fever. Have you suffered this malady? Do you 
know what I mean? 

Nesting fever manifests itself in a number of highly 
specific ways. It shows up in the fervid belief that your 
life will be meaningless and empty unless your towels 
match the tile on your bathroom floor. It shows up in the 
tendency to lie awake and obsess deep into the night 
about the size, shape, status, and ultimate inadequacy of 


every piece of furniture you’ve owned for the last 20 
years. And it shows up in the unwavering conviction that 
you simply cannot live — cannot live! — without at least 
$24,000 worth of new rugs, dining-room furniture, arm- 
chairs, and knickknacks. 

I hate this. I hate becoming the kind of person who 
actively looks forward to the arrival of the new Williams- 
Sonoma catalogue. I hate admitting that I have actually 
learned what a waffle-weave towel is. The other day, I sat 
in a coffee shop with a friend and had an honest-to- 
goodness conversation about how badly I wanted a set of 
250-thread-count Porthault Chaumont sheets. Of 
course, she’s moving, too, so she knew exactly what I 
meant. And we spent about an hour drooling over such 
coveted items as jute basket-weave rugs and French 
escritoire desks and tub valets with built-in book rests. 

“Are we nuts?” I asked. 

She nodded soberly. “Absolutely.” 

And she’s right.There are homeless people on our 
streets. There is bloodshed in Bosnia, chaos in Rwanda, 
and I’m sitting around obsessing about whether I can 
possibly justify buying that lovely little $475 hand-carved 
French Empire nightstand I saw advertised in a cata- 
logue. Can I possibly be that shallow? That superficial 
and materialistic? 

The answer: yes. 

Gulp. 


A consoling friend offers this practical perspective: “I 
think we go bazoo when we first get a new place because 


that’s the only. point at which we. really, see. the place as it 


is. Once you get used to living somewhere, you cease to 
see it; you get distracted by other things. It’s like the 
married couple who haven’t really looked at each other in 
years. So I think we’ve got a subconscious urge to spiff it 
up before it disappears from our vision altogether.” 

There’s some truth to that, some truth to the way the 
glaring newness of a home begs for that special, consid- 
ered first touch. But this is the same woman who spent 
an hour with me drooling over jute basket-weave rugs 
and tub valets, so I don’t really trust her for a second. 

No, the real impulse behind nesting fever (at least in 
my case) has to do with a much deeper, much more 
human urge: it has to do with wanting to fix things from 
the outside in. With wanting to achieve a sense of sereni- 
ty and completeness through the elegant and well- 
appointed surface of things. The thinking goes some- 
thing like this: I may feel like a wreck on the inside, but if 
I live in an impeccably decorated home with period 
antiques and French country throws and wrought-iron 
scroll lamps, I must be okay. Right? I may feel ill-formed 
and inadequate, but I hold on to the hope that the beauty 
and comfort of my paisley matelassé bedding will rub off 
on my inner life. Or, at least, reflect well on it. 

This is basic human insecurity, no? It’s the same 
impulse that compelled me, just the other day, to spend 
$38.50 on lipstick, three tubes of nearly identical colors. 
Absurdly, I’ve been looking for the right shade for most 
of my adult life, driven by the stupid little voice inside

You can 
imagine the deliberations in the McDonald’s promotion 
department: “Jeez, we went a little overboard on the 
fun-loving bit. I know — let’s make our next character 
a nasty ill-tempered malcontent! We’ll call him Grimace! 
We’ll make him purple!” No doubt the higher-ups nixed 
the negative personality, but the name stuck. At least, 
that’s my theory. Prove it wrong. One more thing: stop 
sniggering. Grimace may be a little weird, but Ronald is 
a good guy who visits sick kids and generally makes the 
world a better place.

2) Okay, back to selling unneeded parts of your 
body. Cecil has a book addressing precisely this possi- 
bility called Sell Yourself to Science, published a while 
back by Loompanics, the same folks who brought you 
101 Sucker Punches and The Complete Book of 
International Smuggling.

s a potential source of literary fodder, 
baseball would be put pretty far down the 
list by most women writers, just above 
monster-truck rallies and frog-jumping 
contests. But for Elinor Nauen, the 
connection between women writers 
and baseball was (pardon the pun) a 
natural. 
“As a writer, I couldn’t help but turn to baseball,” 


Nauen, editor of the new anthology Diamonds ‘Are a Girl ' 


Best Friend: Women Writers on Baseball(Faber & Faber, 


$22.95). 
“The great thing about baseball,” explains Nauen, .“is 
that you can write about it and:write about anything else 


— politics, sex, death, doing the laundry — at the same 


time.” 

Indeed, Diamonds is a wide-ranging collection that cuts 
across both genres and genders. Most jock books validate 
the fact that “sports literature” is largely an oxymoron. 
But Nauen’s anthology presents a*variety of high-quality 
short stories, essays, and novelexcerpts, and an”abun- 
dance of fine poetry. The list of contributing writers in- 
cludes such heavyweights as Patricia Highsmith, Annie 
Dillard, Marianne Moore, Shirley Jackson, and Doris 
Kearns Goodwin, in addition to New England contribu- 
tors Gail Mazur, Ann Hood, and Heather Hénderson. 

One intriguing aspect of the ‘project is its tracking of 
differences in the way ment and women write about the 
game. “Women aren’t interested in descending into play- 
by-play,” Nauen states simply. “I found that the difference 
in the way women look at the game and: their so-called 
‘lack of knowledge’ actually turned, otit.to be an advan- 
tage. A lot of times, by necessity, women are often staring 
into space looking at other things, so they’ll write about 
something men will miss, like what a grounidskeeper does 
or some aspect of the uniforms. Most men don’t evémmno- 


tice those things, and they can’t or won’t let themselves ~ ‘mm 
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write in a way 
that’s lyrical or corny.” 

The current fashion in “literary” baseball books is pon- 
derous, pretentious tomes from the likes of George Will 
and David Halberstam, in which the authors pontificate 
about the game’s allegedly inherent elaborate male rituals 
and rites of passage. Exactly what qualifies these authors 
as baseball “experts” is often a mystery, especially to real 


sayS _ §pOrtsinsiders. As Nauen gathered material, the subtext of 


authority kept resurfacing, but ultimately she decided the 
question was irrelevant. 

“I got so much different material that I kind of 
sidestepped the issue of,women as authorities, the idea 
that they’re entitled to be.George Will,” states Nauen. 
“Certainly there are womemwho are sportswriters who 
have written well at that level... . . At this point, I’d chal- 
lenge anyone to cut the by-line.off of 10 different sports 
articles and see if-you can tell whether the writer is a man 
or a woman from the text.” 

Like.matty of her baseball-writing contemporaries, 
Nauen came to the game as a childhood player and turned 
into an adult fan. Her poem “How Hans Became an 
American,” recalls her first trip to a major-league game, 
and reflects on how baseball helped naturalize her Scandi- 
navian father. Born in South Dakota and brought up as a 
passionate Yankees rooter, she took up softball as a form 
of rebellion against what she describes as “an extremely 
non-athletic family.” The rebellion process got reversed in 
adolescence, when Nauen discovered that tomboys who 
played softball and beat up boys were frequently ostra- 
cized by their peers. She temporarily abandoned the game, 


“only to rediscover it in Her early 20s while she was living

. cute guy who played center field, 


in Maine and working as a cobbler (what she now calls 
her “hippie period”). 

“I was sort of going out with this guy, and he was 
watching this game one day when I came over,” she says. 
“It was pretty obvious that he wasn’t going anywhere, so I 
sat down to watch with him. It was the sixth game of the 
1975 series between the Sox and Reds, and I walked in 
just as [Carlton] Fisk hit the home run. It was like a reve- 
lation, and I just did this incredible double take. I thought, 
‘This is so good. How could I have forgotten about this 
for 10 years?’” 

Years later, when Nauen was working as a writer and 
poet in New York, her relationship with baseball came full 
circle. She became a born-again Yankees fan, and made 
regular excursions to the House that Ruth Built with her 
less-baseball-savvy friends. 

“I'd meet my girlfriends at a train station, and tell them 
that we had to go to the game, that there was this really 
” she remembers. “Basi- 
cally I’d just get them swept up in the whole experience 
and then drag them to the game. Once we were there, I 
became the expert, the one who knew everything. 

“My interest in baseball is basically anarchic. I didn’t get 
it from boyfriends or my father, so I wasn’t pushed into it, 
and there was no guy sitting there telling me the right an- 
swer. When you come into the game from that perspec- 
tive, it changes the way you experience baseball — you 
can see the game any way you want to.” 

Nauen believes that 20 or 30 years of the women’s 
movement has made it easier for women to become fans. 
Her yardstick for measuring this progress is what she 
refers to as the “scorekeeping test.” Remembering her 


early days of watching the majors, she recalls keeping 
score and having the men sitting around her look over her 
shoulder and freely offer advice and corrections. Nowa- 
days, it’s possible to go to a game and see significant 
numbers of women keeping score, quietly and without

significant male intervention or harassment. 

As is the case with any strong passion, Nauen’s love of 
baseball occasionally verges on an addiction. “Most of my 
women friends just start to glaze over when I talk about 
baseball now,” she confesses. “But actually, I’m pretty 
sure I could put baseball aside without committing sui- 
cide.” 

Sighing unexpectedly, she pauses for a moment and 
then muses, “Well, maybe I could miss a season and not 
kill myself.” 


Literature fans may know Annie Dillard best from her 
spiritual journey through Pilgrim at Tinker’s Creek, but the 
well-known author also has a serious passion for baseball. 
Her Diamonds contribution, an excerpt from her memoir 
An American Childhood, describes her early playing expe- 
riences as a young girl and how her perspective slowly 
shifted from insider to outsider when womanhood made it 
harder and harder to find playing opportunities. 

Dillard grew up in Pittsburgh and became a Pirates fan 
at the age of five. After learning the basics from her father, 
she spent much of her youth playing ball with boys in the 

-eneighborhood. Even as an adult, she’d much rather be out 
on the field than up in the bleachers. 

“Opinions are the stock in trade of other people — I 
just have an arm,” says Dillard, a devout second base- 
woman. “I’m not one of those people who analyze baseball 
and muck around with it. I’d rather play it.” 

Most people — men and women — close their baseball 
careers sometime in early adulthood, but Dillard has be- 
come a certified, dyed-in-flannel softball maven, a lifer 


who played in a men’s league before beginning a career . 


with a variety of university-faculty teams. The list cf 
schools where she played the pivot and taught 
includes Hollins College, in Virginia; Western 
Washington University; and, most recently, = 
Wesleyan University, in Connecticut. 

As a graduate student at Hollins, Dillard 
both organized and played in the 
games, bringing to- 


and students for contests 

that took place seven nights a week. “I was a total force 
for disorder,” she reminisces. “The grad students were al- 
ways incredibly busy and would tell me that they didn’t 
have time to play. I’d ask them what they were taking, and 
if it was a course I knew something about I’d tell them, 
‘You don’t really need to take that. I’ve taken it already 
and it’s not worth it.’” 

At Western Washington University, the faculty team 
was Called the Scarlet Letters. The various faculty mem- 
bers backed up the team’s literary handle with some snap- 
py infield chatter, although they did struggle a bit with the 
vagaries of an academic schedule. 

“We couldn’t play for beans, but we used to scare peo- 
ple to death with our patter,” she says. “We played at 11 
in the morning, so the students would usually be deeply 
asleep. The faculty, meanwhile, would be hanging on des- 
perately, waiting for their afternoon nap. The students 
would be terribly afraid of us for an inning or two until 
they woke up. Then they’d usually beat us as we started to 
nod off.” 

Great moments in a long career stand out for players at 
any level, and Dillard is no exception. Her favorite base- 
ball experience occurred some years ago in Cody, 
Wyoming, while standing at the foot of the Shisone Dam 
with a male companion. Her friend bet Dillard that she 
couldn’t throw a ball across the dam, promising her he’d 
eat a Coke bottle if she could reach the other side. The 
first throw landed in the water, but the second toss made 
it across to dry land. To this day Dillard regrets not hold- 
ing her friend to his end of the bet. 

The author’s other memorable 
baseball moment happened at 
Western Washington, where she 
completed an unassisted triple 
play with runners at first and 
second. “Neither runner tagged 
up, so it was catch, tag, tag,” 

Dillard recalls. “It was a won- 
derful experience, but to make 
a single-handed triple play 
you have to be playing with 
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people who are really dumb.” 

These days, the 48-year-old Dillard spends the twilight 
of her softball career fending off the ravages of time with 
a team of older faculty members at Wesleyan that’s affec- 
tionately known as the Hamstrings. More often than not, 
most of the team lives up to the nickname. “During a typ- 
ical game, the sidelines are littered with injured profes- 

sori,” she laughs. “It looks like worms after a spring rain.” 

Dillard has made certain concessions to aging. “In my 
20s, I could hit,” she recalls with a twinge of regret. “But 
the ball has somehow gotten heavier over the years. So’ 
now I have to lift weights just so I can throw the doggone 
softball. And the grounders seem to be disappearing into 
this little hole in the ground beneath my pot belly.” 

In the tried-and-true baseball tradition of parents pass- 
ing their love of the game on to their children, Dillard has 
attempted to interest her 10-year-old daughter in baseball. 

“She’s having none of it,” Dillard chuckles. “When I 
was a kid, I was pushed toward dresses, so I played soft- 
ball_instead: Now I’m pushing her into softball, so of 
course she plays with Barbie dolls. So now I go through 
the neighborhood, knocking on the doors of the little boys 
next door to see if they’ll-throw a ball with me. They seem 
absolutely delighted to have this dotty old lady to play 
catch with.” 


Poet Gail Mazur founded the Blacksmith House Poetry 
Center in the 1970s, but she’s been a Red Sox fan for far 
longer. Mazur’s baseball memories hark back to childhood 
games with her two brothers while growing up in Cam- 
bridge and the days when Boston was home to both the 
Sox and the National League Braves. 

“I believe it was Henry James who said that the most 
beautiful phrase in the English language is ‘summer 
evenings,’ ” she says. “I played baseball badly, but as a 
yous girl, I used to love those summer evenings playing 

Mazur, the author of two poetry collections (Nightfire 
and The Pose of Happiness), explores both the emotion 
and nostalgia of baseball in her contributions to 
Diamonds. 

“The Idea of Florida During a Winter Thaw” relives the 
rituals of spring training from the perspective of the spec- 
tators, and “Listening to Baseball in the Car” evokes im- 
ages of both Fenway and Vermont while considering the 
possibility of divine intervention between the foul lines. In 
her final entry, simply titled “Baseball,” she muses about 
one of the most profound and ludicrous notions behind 
the game: baseball as a metaphor for life. 

Mazur’s relationship with the game has changed pro- 
foundly over time, blending the differing viewpoints of 
writer and fan. “The game is not just fathers and sons,” 
she says of her rooting experiences. “Women fans are re- 
ally passionate, and they’re a large portion of fandom. 
When I’m a fan, my ego is completely submerged in a way 
that’s utterly relaxing and yet completely obsessive. My 

emotional response is almost 
VA like being a girl again. The men 
around me may be screaming at 
the players, but I feel their emo- 
tional pain.” 

When she began to write about 
the game, Mazur was forced to re- 

consider those emotions. “About 
10 years ago, I went down to 
spring training and saw 

Doris Kearns Good- 
win interviewing some 
of the players,” she re- 
members, “It complete- 
ly ruined the experience 
for me. And later I got to

tion to Diamonds, as a tribute to her pa- 
ternal grandmother, a fervid Cincinnati 
Reds fan who died before the author was 
born. Baseball crushes are a central 
theme in the story, and current Sox man- 
ager Butch Hobson was one of Hood’s 
passing fancies. In the late ’70s, the then 
college-age Hood recalls following the 
then third-baseman to the Lincoln Mall 
(Hobson lived in Lincoln at the time) and 
towering over a crowd of 10- and 12- 
year-old boys as she waited in line for an 
autograph. 

“He was always ‘my Butch,’ ” Hood 
says with a laugh. “That was a while ago. 
A few years back I saw him and his wife 
on TV, and they were talking about 
where they bought furniture. That was 
pretty depressing.” 

Last year was the first season Hood has 
missed in several years, but she claims 
mitigating circumstances: the birth of her 
first child, Sam, who’s now 11 months 
old. She confesses to a lack of knowledge 
about the current Sox roster, but says with 
a smile that she has a lot of catching up to 
do, and that it’s only a matter of time be- 
fore she gets back in the swing of things 
with regular trips to Fenway with Sam.

and the essence of nostalgia is keeping 
things inviolate.” 

One memory of the game that remains 
sacred and personal for Mazur is her fa- 
ther’s relationship with Ted Williams. 
During Williams’s playing days, her father 
owned a photo store in Kenmore Square 
— and the Splendid Splinter was a fre- 
quent customer. One of Mazur’s finest 
keepsakes is a photograph of her father 
and Williams, signed by the great slugger. 
“He had such beautiful, feminine hand- 
writing,” she says of the autograph. 

Thanks to her father’s relationship with 
Williams, Mazur was privy to some of the 
better stories about the Red Sox legend 
and Hall of Famer. Her favorite is from 
the late 80s, when Williams was working 
spring training as a hitting instructor, tu- 
toring both Pawsox players and Fenway 
fledglings. 

That year, one of Williams’s tougher 
assignments was to save the career of 
massive first baseman/DH Sam Horn, 
who might have been a productive slugger 
if he hadn’t struck out so often. Part of 
the problem was Horn’s apparent gift 
for turning the simple act of hitting 
into a complex process of analysis. 
According to Mazur, Williams once gave 
the rotund wanna-be the following sug- 
gestion to change his hitting strategy: 
“Son, don’t think too much if you don’t 
think too good.”

Henderson, who works at Clark Univer- 
sity for the George Perkins March Institute 
for Global Change, has also placed a 
longer version of the story in Elysian Fields 
Quarterly, a Minneapolis-based baseball 
journal. She explains that she conceived 
the Hana Schulman character as a cross 
between Gertrude Stein and Marianne 
Moore. Stylistic reminders of Stein surface 
throughout the story, most notably in ex- 
periments with punctuation. Cranshaw, 
meanwhile, is an old character Henderson 
invented during her Bryn Mawr College 
days as an English major and Phillies fan. 

“For me, writing about baseball is less 
about baseball and more about the inter- 
actions between people,” she explains. 
“My story came about while I was reading 
the poems that Marianne Moore wrote 
about baseball from her experience as a 
Dodger fan. And I started thinking about 
it and wondering. Did the Dodgers ever 
read those poems? What did they think 
about them? 

“I guess I think about baseball as some- 
thing like performance art, where the play- 
ers are actors playing roles,” she con- 
cludes. “The difference is that if they give 
a bad performance, actors don’t have to 
face a roomful of reporters asking them 
‘Why did you suck?’ ” Q

I remember when I went 
away to college, I’d ask my girlfriends if 
they wanted to stay in and watch the 
game, and they’d just look at me as if to 
say, “You actually do that?’ Of course, if I 
asked a guy if he wanted to stay in and 
watch the game, he’d express that disbe- 
lief in a completely different way. So I dis- 
covered that my interest in baseball gave 
me certain advantages.”

If you believe that what was good enough eatin’ for your grandfather is 
good enough eatin’ for you, Durgin-Park prevails. Recent changes in the 
Faneuil Hall chophouse, which has served up basic Yankee fare for 
decades, have been blessedly cosmetic. New rooms (a subterranean bar, 


ground-floor oyster bar, and third-floor function room) don’t detract 


from the exhilarating hurly-burly of the second floor’s main dining-room. 


There have been other changes 
— prices have crept up slowly; 


surly waitresses have mel- 


lowed; and the clientele today consists of more lawyers, financiers, and 
tourists than tradesmen and dockworkers. But where it counts — on 
those white-china platters, DP is still for the ages. Nobody messes with 
chef (since 1962) Tom Ryan’s recipes. Franks (or fish cakes) and Boston 
baked beans; short ribs of beef in Creole sauce; and platters of fried 
smelts all cost less than $5 (some available at lunch only). Eighteen meat 
and four fish specials cost less than $9 (called “dinners,” they’re served 
from 11:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. and include corn bread and veggies). Lamb 
steak, roast loin of pork, and broiled scrod are classically Bostonian; cof- 
fee Jell-O, chowders, and Indian pudding are true-blue Yankee dishes, 
still cheap and to die for.

nyone who’s been to the DeCordova Museum 
knows that, between exhibits that spotlight 
contemporary American artists and a one-of- 
a-kind sculpture park, it’s become a unique and valu- 
able institution since it opened in 1950. What you may 
not have noticed is that the museum’s physical plant is 
falling apart. 

So, beginning this June, the DeCordova is initiating a 
$5 million renovation and construction project that will 
bring it up to par with the art it displays. The museum 
folks have already raised $2.2 million privately. This fall 
they’ll go public with “The New Century Campaign for 
DeCordova” to solicit the rest of the funds.

12), and the sixth annual “10 Artists/10 Visions” exhi- 
bition of works by contemporary New England artists 
is slated for June 25 through September 11. But that 
initial phase, which includes the addition of a new stu- 
dio space and the construction of a new building that 
will house a store and a gallery for faculty and student 
works, has forced the cancellation of the DeCordova’s 


full year while architect Michael McKinnell’s plans for 
the main building are put into effect. When it’s all over, 
the main building will have a new three-story wing with 
a glass wall facing the sculpture park, a new exhibition 
space, and a café. The current exhibition room will be 
turned into a gallery for the museum’s permanent col- 
lection. 

“We’re trying to reflect the needs of the 1990s muse- 
um goer,” Sokol points out. “It will allow people to real- 
ly make a day out of coming here. They'll be able to see 
the exhibitions, have a bite to eat, go to the sculpture 
park, check out the student gallery, and even pick up a 
souvenir in the store. It’s also important that this is not 
intended to be the second coming of the Museum of 
Fine Arts. We’re addressing major needs the space has. 
We’re not changing our mission or becoming a bigger 
museum; we’re becoming a better museum.”

Feet Against AIDS 


ow do you get 3500 people to rise at 8 a.m. 
to walk a winding 10-kilometer route from 
the Boston Common to the Hatch Shell? 

First, you let them know that by getting a sign-up sheet 
for “From All Walks of Life: The AIDS Pledge Walk” and 
persuading their friends to pledge a couple bucks a kilo- 
meter, they can help raise $3 million for the AIDS Action 
Committee on June 5. You know the drill: get 10 friends 
or family members to pledge five dollars a kilometer and 
the AIDS Action Committee ends up with $500. 

It also helps to have entertainment along the route, 
which is what makes “From All Walks of Life” different 
from your average walk. No fewer than 27 music en- 
sembles — ranging from the raging Cajun Boogaloo 


Culture Jam, and Larry Watson & Workforce 2000. 

“The biggest challenge for us each year is trying to 
figure out how we're going to make the walk special,” 
explains walk manager Louis Cappella. “A walk is a 
walk: you sign up, show up, start somewhere, and fol- 
low the route. We try to make this walk into more of a 
community festival. On that level, the entertainment is 
key. It makes the walk unique and gives people some- 
thing to experience along the way.” 

For Cappella, one of the most important goals is to 
open up the walk to as many elements of the commu- 
nity as possible, and the array of performers along the 
route is meant to reflect that. In addition, this year the 
AIDS Action Committee has expanded its promotional 
campaign by printing literature and buttons in six lan- 


TV, but we don’t always take the time to look at how 
this disease has changed our lives. For a lot of people, 
the walk offers a chance to stop and reflect on things 
like this. There are highs and lows along the way.

nger can be power,” sang 
the Clash. Sometimes 
anger does make for pow- 
erful art, but it can also 
lead to didactic posturing 
whose earnestness kills art. Striking a bal- 
ance has proved especially difficult to the 
directors whose works appear in the 10th 
annual Boston Gay & Lesbian Film and 
Video Festival. Maybe it’s the mounting 
toll of AIDS, frustration with President 
Clinton’s backsliding, or memories of 
Stonewall recalled in light of the event’s 
imminent 25th anniversary, but gay and 
lesbian directors have channeled a tremen- 
dous rage into this year’s works. That any 
of them were able to emerge with films 
that are poignant or even funny counts, 
this year, as a rare achievement. 

Among the angriest and most moving 
films are this year’s documentaries. One 
Nation Under God (June 1, Museum of 
Fine Arts), the opening-night feature by 
Teodoro Maniaci and Francine Rzeznick, 
quietly and systematically demolishes the 
Christian “ex-gay” movement, which uses 
dubious psychological and mind-control 
techniques to turn gays who want to live in 
accordance with fundamentalist precepts 
into straights. The film gives the movement 
its due, including interviews with some be- 
lievers who truly consider themselves newly 
heterosexual, but most of the speakers are 
psychologists who debunk the movement’s 
pseudo-science (such Clockwork Orange- 
like techniques as aversion therapy) or ex- 
ex-gays who realize now that they were 
subject to cult-like brainwashing. 

Similarly straightforward is Arthur 
Dong’s Coming Out Under Fire (June 3, 
Harvard Film Archive). Based on Allan 
Bérubé’s book of the same title and written 
with Bérubé, the film traces the history of 
the military’s anti-gay policy back to 
World War II. Dong and Bérubé interview 
10 gay men and lesbians who served 
courageously and honorably — some of 
whom were purged and dishonorably dis- 
charged, and all of whom struggled to be 
themselves and do their duty amid the 
witch hunts. Coming Out exposes the thor- 
ough cynicism and hypocrisy of the policy, 
and its human toll. Dong brackets the film 
with scary segments of last year’s Senate

Rage motivates this year’s Gay and Lesbian fest 


Angrier still is Dean Bushala and 
Deirdre Heaslip’s Green on Thursdays 
(June 2, MFA), whose title is inspired by a 
clothing code by which gays might be rec- 
ognized by other gays — and by watchful 
straights. The documentary is about the 
efforts of Chicago gays and lesbians to 
fight gay-bashing, through patrol groups 
like the Pink Angels and through political 
action. Perhaps this is unavoidable when 
dealing with such a subject, but the film is 
so filled with bile that it loses its effective- 
ness. The scariest, saddest moment comes 
not from a basher but from a victim who 
asserts, “I’m going to have to learn to be 
as violent as they are.” 

Lucy Massie Phenix’s Cancer in Two 
Voices (June 9, MFA) is based on the book 
of that title by the film’s subjects, Barbara 
Rosenblum and Sandra Butler. Like the 
book, the movie chronicles Barbara’s 
three-year battle against breast cancer and 
the lesbian couple’s attempts to come to 
terms with Barbara’s impending demise. 
The film is brutally candid, especially in 
dealing with how the disease affects their 
sex life, but it’s hard not to contrast Cancer 
with last year’s similar but more eloquent 
and harrowing Silverlake Life: The View 
from Here. Also in the Silverlake mode are 
Gregg Bordowitz’s Fast Trip, Long Drop, 
about his response to his HIV status, and 
Steve Levitt’s Deaf Heaven, a dramatic 
short that evokes the Holocaust in its story 
of a man tending his AIDS-stricken lover. 
(Both screen June 10 and 11 at HFA). 

The gentler documentaries tend to be 
personal stories. Claire Whitaker makes 
peace with her Catholic girls’-boarding- 
school experience when she visits two re- 
unions as an open lesbian in No Saintly 
Girl (June 9, MFA). Two Jewish lesbians 
get married in Elaine Holliman’s Oscar- 
nominated Chicks in White Satin (June 2, 
MFA). Get a bemused British perspective 
on “sexual terrorist of American comedy” 
Sandra Bernhard in Kris Clarke’s BBC 
profile Confession of a Pretty Lady (June 2, 
MFA). Follow a fabulous author around 
Paris in Bill Cory’s casual A Day in the 
Life of Edmund White (June 4, HFA). Dan 
Bessie’s Turnabout: The Story of the Yale 
Puppeteers (June 12, HFA) is the story of 
the famed puppet theater that gave folk 
singer Odetta her start. It was run by the 
filmmaker’s uncle and the uncle’s cousin, 
now nonagenarians, who came out in their 
80s. Also potentially fun are The First An- 


nuat Gay Men’s Erotic’Safe’ Sex Vided 
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Awards (June 5-7, HFA) and a lesbian 


counterpart, Well Sexy Women (June 8 
and 12, HFA). 

The shorts in the Lesbian Sexuality pro- 
gram (June 9, MFA) display the most hu- 
mor. Betsan Evans Morris’s Came Out, It 
Rained, Went Back In Again stars Jane 
Horrocks (Life Is Sweet) as a naive, fresh- 
ly uncloseted lesbian who gets a hilarious 
whirlwind tour of London lesbian life. 
Marta Balletbo-Coll’s Intrepidissima is 
about a girl who refuses to let her mother 
dress her like a doll and wants to be a clas- 
sical conductor. Ela Troyana’s Carmelita 
Tropicana: Your Kunst Is Your Waffen, 
whose title star is featured in Boston’s cur- 
rent “iSpic Out!” Latino/a queer theater 
festival, is a campy musical about four di- 
verse Latinas who find unexpected solidar- 
ity when they’re jailed after a fracas at an 
abortion clinic. 

The funniest of this year’s lesbian films 
is Rose Troche’s Sundance hit, Go Fish 
(June 1, MFA). It’s about the efforts of a 
young, multicultural group of lesbians to 
fix up two of them, vibrant Max (played by 
screenwriter Guinevere Turner) and reti- 
cent Ely. Its black-and-white cinematogra- 
phy and tiresome sociological digressions 
raise unflattering comparisons to She’s 
Gotta Have It, but Troche’s actresses 
breathe life into what could have been a set 
of stereotypes. 

Also sure to raise eyebrows is John 
Greyson’s Zero Patience (June 12, HFA), 
billed as the first AIDS musical. As in his 
earlier work (such as Urinal), Greyson 


_brings back dead historical figures to in- 


vestigate modern homophobia. Here, it’s 
19th-century explorer and sexologist 
Richard Burton, who is creating a museum 
diorama on Patient Zero, the French- 
Canadian flight attendant who allegedly 
brought AIDS to North America. But 
Zero’s ghost seduces Burton and raises his 
consciousness. Zero is actually Greyson’s 
smoothest, least didactic film yet, with his 
best production values, jolliest bad taste 
(how about that duet of the singing ass- 
holes?), and catchiest tunes. 

Most of this year’s sex comedies feature 
a variety of homo- and heterosexual entan- 
glements. Temistocles Lopez’s Chain of 
Desire (June 5 and 6, HFA) is a Manhat- 
tan update of La ronde. Stewart Main and 
Peter Wells’s Desperate Remedies (June 8, 
HFA) is a New Zealand bodice ripper 
along the lines of The Piano. Richard 


Glatzer’s*Grief (ine 1:7, HFA) is afunny"

if amateurishly executed farce about Mark, 
a TV soap writer (Swoon’s Craig Chester) 
whom everyone on his staff treats with kid 
gloves because of the recent death of his 
lover, and who has a crush on fellow writ- 
er Bill (burgeoning bisexual poster boy 
Alexis Arquette, brother of Rosanna and 
Patricia). Turns out everyone on the staff 
has designs on (or is carrying on with) ev- 
eryone else behind Mark’s back. 

Trying to out-Almodévar Almodévar is 
his former assistant Pappi Corsicato in 
Libera (June 4, HFA), a moderately amus- 
ing omnibus about the twisted sex and 
family lives of three middle-aged Neapoli- 
tan women. Bigas Luna’s very dark, melo- 
dramatic Lulu (June 10 and 12, HFA) 
makes his Jamén Jamén look like a Disney 
cartoon, tracing the sexual odyssey of a 
woman from teenage naiveté to marriage, 
to incest, to picking up gay men for dan- 
gerous group sex. 

Edgar Michael Bravo’s I'll Love You 
Forever . . . Tonight (June 1-3, HFA), 
about a vacation weekend of musical beds 
among five men, should be a farce, but it’s 
a dry, Pinteresque morality tale that turns 
out to be about one character’s anger to- 
ward his abusive father. Gerard Cicconi’s 
Paris, France (June 11, HFA) and Alison 
Maclean’s Crush (June 10 and 11, HFA), 
starring Marcia Gay Harden (Miller’s 
Crossing), also play multisexual bed-hop- 
ping for drama. 

Alexandria, Always and Forever (June 8, 
MFA), by Egypt’s foremost director, 
Youssef Chahine, is reportedly one of the 
festival’s best. It’s about the love/hate rela- 
tionship between a film director and his 
favorite actor. In Fosco and Donatello Du- 
bini’s tepid Ludwig 1881, everyone’s fa- 
vorite mad monarch, Ludwig of Bavaria 
(Helmut Berger, who played the same role 
in Visconti’s Ludwig), also carries on a 
strangely reserved affair with an actor. 
Salmonberries (June 3-11, HFA), by Percy 
Adlon (Bagdad Cafe), marks the acting 
debut of k.d. lang, as an Eskimo who falls 
for a German librarian (Rosel Zech, star of 
Veronika Voss). 

This year’s rediscovery is Roberto Saen- 
za’s 1983 Corrupt (June 3-5, HFA), star- 
ring none other than ex-Pistol John Lydon 
as an alleged cop killer who flirts with dan- 
ger in the form of bad lieutenant Harvey 
Keitel. The other revival is the 25th an- 
niversary reissue of the landmark Midnight 
Cowboy (June 7, HFA). John Schlesinger’s 
acid-flashback direction hasn’t aged well, 
but the tearjerking tale of would-be hustler 
Joe Buck (Jon Voight) and tubercular 
crony Ratso Rizzo (Dustin Hoffman) still 
holds up. The performances of Voight and 
Hoffman remain iconic, and their anger is 
unmitigated by time. Q

The Flintstones brings 
Fred and Barney to life

fter watching the first 15 
minutes of The Flintstones’ 
special effects, in which 
Betty Rubble washes let- 
tuce in a sink that sprays 
water from a woolly mammoth’s trunk and 
cars are powered by their drivers’ bare 
feet, and tiny pterodactyls circle Fred’s 
head after Barney punches him, you can 
hardly wait to see more of the Bedrock 
universe. For example, what will the mon- 
ey look like? (Sand dollars, of course.) 
How about the soda machines? (Each fea- 
tures a bird with a beak that can open bot- 
tles.) And the phonograph? You already 
know, since you probably: grew up watch- 
ing the cartoon sit-com that’s the basis for 
this endearingly faithful-to-its-source 
movie — it’s an ibis whose bill serves as 
the needle. 

Such is the visual magic of this trifle, 
which infuses its now-three-dimensional re- 
ality with gobs of palpable verisimilitude and 
playfulness. (Somehow it’s more interesting 
to watch humans play cartoon characters 
than, say, another actor play Buddy Ebsen’s 
role in the movie version of The Beverly 
Hillbillies.) Brimming over with throwaway 
lines and sight gags, the movie speeds along 
on its own helium-filled energy, hoping 
you'll be satisfied to see that John Goodman 
and Ric Moranis, as Fred and Barney, were 
indeed born to sing “Wooga Wooga Wee” 


on their way to the rock quarry. Or that 
Elizabeth Perkins and Rosie O’Donnell 
don’t need to do more than sport one- 
shouldered dresses and plum-sized pearls 
to impersonate Wilma and Betty. 

If nothing else, The Flintstones is a tri- 
umph of goofy production design, thanks 
to Industrial Light and Magic, which 
knows how to keep Fred in the air for the 
entire time it takes him to belt out “Yabba 
Dabba Doo,” and to Jim Henson’s Crea- 
ture Shop, which populates Bedrock with a 
number of zoomorphic household appli- 
ances, not to mention the dicta-bird in 
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Fred’s office (which talks in Harvey Kor- 
man’s voice). The film also has an impres- 
sive collection of cameos and walk-ons, 
beginning with Liz Taylor, who plays 
Fred’s mother-in-law as though she were 
— in the parlance of television — the 
sassy prototype for Bewitched’s Endora. 
Also putting in an appearance are the B- 


- 52’s (redubbed the B.C.-52s), who pro- 


vide the music and the raucousness for 
“The Twitch,” a prehistoric dance craze. 
(The rest of the score is less impressive, 
consisting mostly of The Flintstones theme 
played at different tempos.) 

As for the plot, it boasts the same pre- 
dictable angles as those of the original 
Hanna-Barbera cartoons, albeit tightly di- 
rected by Brian Levant (Mork and Mindy, 
Problem Child 2). The story’s a variation 
on the classic Honeymooners-type 
scheme, in which Barney helps Fred get 
promoted only to find that Fred’s first job 
is to fire Barney. (Fortunately John Good- 
man abandons his Jackie Gleason imper- 
sonations early into the film, in favor of his 
own version of Fred as gleeful, oversized 
doofus.) Behind Fred’s near-demise in the 
executive suite, however, is the evil Cliff 
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Vandercave, an otherworldly plotter 
(played nicely by the otherworldly Kyle 
Maclachlan), whose plans to embezzle 
company funds and fly to Rocapulco with 
his secretary Sharon Stone (Halle Berry) 
involve setting Fred up to take the blame. 
Life-size Dino puppets notwithstanding, 
will it surprise anyone to hear that the 
Bedrock Universe remains defiantly two- 
dimensional? Pebbles and Bam-Bam are 
mere props, but their roles are more devel- 
oped than those of their mothers, whose 
lives as shoppers and husband-identified 
housewives are still etched in the Stone 
Age. Irritating, to be sure, given the op- 
portunity the writers had to parody the TV 
show’s 1950s-era sex-role stereotypes, 
which also befuddle Fred and Barney. De- 
spite its enticing Stone Age sets and cute 
characters, The Flintstones is nothing 
more than the sum of its jokes about Peb- 
bles’ playground (Jurassic Park), or the in- 
ventiveness that finds Fred and Barney us- 
ing lobsters as lawnmowers. Like almost 
every sit-com-inspired movie before it, 
The Flintstones shows us a world that’s 
marvelously familiar, often visually mag- 
nificent, and incredibly puny. Q

Thin Peak 


Mia Farrow puts some venom 
into a viperless isle

idows’ Peak is a a 
quirky, stagy period 
piece that works hard 
to charm and surprise 
but too often comes 
across as earnest and labored. Written by 
Irish playwright Hugh Leonard, it’s a shag- 
gy-dog story set in Ireland in the 1920s 
about a provincial community, called Wid- 
ows’ Peak, that’s dominated by rich widows 
led by Mrs. Doyle Counihan (Joan 
Plowright, repeating her crusty dowager 
routine one too many times). An exception 
to the rule is the unwed and impoverished 
Miss O’Hare (Mia Farrow, looking effec- 
tively reborn), whose presence in Widows’ 
Peak is merely tolerated. As in Neil Jor- 
dan’s The Miracle, a beautiful woman — a 
young Americanized English widow named 
Edwina Broome (Natasha Richardson, lu- 
minous and enigmatic and one of the best 
things in the movie), whose British-officer 


comes into town and disrupts everything. 
The story is taut and clever, a cross be- 
tween Enchanted April and The Sting; the 
dialogue is tart and rich in local color; the 
performances are, for the most part, first- 
rate. What’s lacking is direction. John Irvin 
(Hamburger Hill, Raw Deal) doesn’t exactly 
know his way around a drawing room. The 
delicate soufflé of social farce, the subtle de- 
tails of setting, and the fragile contrivance 
of a mystery plot disintegrate in his hamfist- 
ed care. With someone like Mike Newell — 
or Woody Allen — behind the camera, 


pired to be — a bracing, delectable trifle. 

Instead we get a collection of winning 
bits and pieces wrapped in a fog of inertia 
and confusion rather than intrigue. When 
Edwina arrives and charms her way into the 
hearts of everyone — especially Mrs. Doyle 
Counihan’s feckless son Godfrey (Adrian 
Dunbar, who counters Richardson’s flirty 
savoir faire with an endearing social inepti- 
tude) — Miss O’Hare takes umbrage. Her 
inexplicable enmity alienates Mrs. Doyle 
Counihan, not to mention her bighearted 
dentist beau, Clancy (Jim Broadbent, who 
after a dozen repetitions plays this part to 
perfection). As Farrow spits out her appar- 
ently anglophobic venom, her wispy de- 
meanor hardens into a mean, steely fury, 
which only increases Richardson’s flouncy, 
insinuating bonhomie. Their scenes togeth- 
er arch with a feline electricity. 

Of course, what’s bugging Miss O’Hare 
has nothing to do with the English — 
though set in the 1920s, just a decade after 
the Easter Rising, this film is apolitical. Nor 
does it have much to do with religion, 
which makes its Irishness the more dubi- 
ous. But both Widows’ Peak and Miss 
O’Hare do lay claim to those two dominant

Irish characteristics — blarney and moth- 
erhood. Too bad John Irvin hasn’t a clue 
about either one. 

At a press junket for the film, Mia Farrow 
described her Miss O’Hare as more feisty 
than vengeful. “I wouldn’t say the character 
was vicious,” she remarked sweetly. 

Feisty and then some. It couldn’t be a co- 
incidence that after enduring a year of media 
pillorying during the notorious Woody 
Allen/Sung Yi affair, Farrow’s first role 
would be as a sly and resourceful avenger — 
the antithesis of the passive neurotics she’s 
played for a decade in several Allen films. 

For Farrow, though, the reason for her 
choice was much simpler. “It was the no- 
tion of going to Ireland again. My mother 
[actress Maureen O’Sullivan] was born in 
Ireland. We went back to Ireland for sever- 
al of the summers of my childhood. I hope 
by the time I am an old lady I will have ar- 
ranged everything so that I have a house in 
the mountains and maybe a little cottage in 
the West.” 

Before that happens, though, Farrow 
wants to get back to some serious acting. 
She hasn’t had to scramble for parts in 
some time, being guaranteed roles in Allen’s 
annual productions. Was she daunted by 
the prospect of seeking roles in a Holly- 
wood that is less than generous to women? 

“I hear other actresses saying that, and I 
haven’t been on the open market for so 
long I’m sure I’m going to find that that’s 
so. But I’m hopeful that new writers will 
express women’s complexities. I’m also 
hopeful that Jane Campion is spearheading 
a whole rash of women writer-directors. It 
would be nice to see women represented 
more completely on the screen.” 

Would she consider directing herself? 

“I can’t even consider it because I have 
12 children, and I don’t think I could do it. 
I can’t see how I could spend the time I 
need each day with my children. They’ve 
given meaning to my life. It’s exhausting. 
But obviously I love it. I’ve been picking up 
Legos for 24 years! Something’s wrong 
with me!”

and The Sheltering Sky, he finally comes up 
with something simple, gentle, and reward- 


ing in Little Buddha, which is set largely in 


Bhutan and Nepal but takes place within 
the awakening soul of a small boy. 

Young Jesse (Alex Wiesendanger) lives 
in a sterile Seattle apartment (shades of 
The Conformist) with his sterile parents 
(Bridget Fonda and Chris Isaak). An exiled 
Tibetan, Lama Norbu (Ying Ruocheng), 
tells them that Jesse may be the reincarna- 
tion of a prominent lama. He introduces 
the receptive Jesse and his skeptical parents 
to Buddhism through the tale of Prince 
Siddhartha (Keanu Reeves), whose own 
journey to enlightenment (leading to his 
founding of Buddhism) parallels Jesse’s. 
Eventually, Jesse must go to Bhutan to de- 
termine whether he is, in fact, the reincar- 
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nated lama. Is he, his parents wonder? Will 
he have to live out his life in the monastery 
in Bhutan? What are they to believe? 

The Siddhartha segments, set in a leg- 
endary past 2500 years ago, have all the 
spectacle one expects from Bertolucci. 
Reeves, known for his beatific idiot roles, 
turns out to be just right to play a pampered 
prince who knows nothing of the world and 
its miseries and renounces his privileges to 
learn more. Wiesendanger, too, is just right 
as the eerily detached and curious Jesse. 

Bertolucci’s storytelling here is full of 
surprises, including a lack of his usual sen- 
tentiousness. The lamas, particularly Ying’s 
Norbu, have rich and lively senses of hu- 
mor, and the East-meets-West moments 
are filled with such jolting sights as Kat- 
mandu street kids who are whizzes with a 


Nintendo GameBoy. The ending is improb- 
ably tidy. Still, there is much gentle wisdom 
here, for spiritually hungry Western adults 
as well as their interested children. 

It’s a departure for the director of Last 
Tango in Paris and The Last Emperor to 
make a movie suitable for children. “It’s 
what I told the Dalai Lama when I met 
him,” Bertolucci says matter-of-factly. “I 
told him I would like children to see the 
movie because, unfortunately, none of my 
movies is a movie children can see. But 
then, we grown-ups in the West, when you 
talk about Buddha, are also like children 
because we know nothing about Buddha.” 

Bertolucci says Little Buddha shares the 
idealism of his earlier films. “My movies 
are based on utopias: the utopia of social- 
ism, the utopia of a relationship just based 
on communicating through sex. Buddhism 
is another kind of utopia.” 

There are also similarities between Little 
Buddha’s Prince Siddhartha and The Last 
Emperor’s Pu Yi. “Both are prisoners, one 
of his historical position, and the other of 
his father’s love and fear. Siddhartha’s fa- 
ther was afraid to lose his successor be- 
cause of this prophecy when he was a 
child. Both are regressed adults.” 

Hence the casting of Reeves. “I saw this 
fantastic innocence on his face. Siddhartha 
has an innocence on the verge of being an 
idiot because he doesn’t know words, he 
doesn’t know suffering, he knows nothing. 
He wakes up when he goes out of the 
palace.” Bertolucci adds that he couldn’t 
find an Indian actor better suited to the 
‘part than the half-white, half-Hawaiian- 
Chinese Reeves. “I knew there was some- 
thing outrageous in having an American 
actor playing Buddha, but I didn’t care.” 

Another potentially controversial casting 
choice was Ying Ruocheng as Lama Norbu, 
who introduces Jesse and his family to Bud- 
dhism. The prison warden in The Last Em- 
peror, Ying was Deputy Minister of Culture 
in China from 1986 to 1990. Ying says he 
was worried that it might be impolitic for 
him to play a Tibetan. “I said to Bernardo, 
‘You'd better square it with the Tibetans 
first, especially the Dalai Lama.’ This could 
be sensitive. And then Bernardo told me the 
Dalai Lama was very gracious about it.” 

Bertolucci’s long-time producer, Jeremy 
Thomas, says the most difficult aspect of 
filming large-scale movies in places where 
no Western film crew has ever set foot is 
not logistics but getting permission. 
“There are only 2000 foreign visitors a 
year allowed into Bhutan. They don’t want 
to get tourism, which they feel debases the 
culture. They eventually let us in there be- 
cause the theme was interesting to them. 
Of course, when we go into a country and 
say, ‘We made The Last Emperor,’ they 
know the morality behind the film is prob- 
ably okay and we’re being serious.” Q 


BEVERLY HILLS COP Ill 


It’s been more than a year since Eddie 
Murphy appeared on the screen in the less 
than successful The Distinguished Gentle- 
man, so he’s about due to return to the fa- 
miliar role of Axel Foley, the central char- 
acter and driving force behind the box-of- 
fice hits Beverly Hills Cop I and II. Foley’s 
third trip to Los Angeles is sparked by a 
series of unusual clues that lead him to a 
popular California amusement park, Won- 
derWorld, which provides a Disney-esque 
setting for his action sequences. 

Although Murphy and director John Lan- 
dis have teamed up for successful comedies 
like Coming to America and Trading Places, 
their attempt to bring this ’80s classic into 
the ’90s fails miserably. Like its predeces- 
sors, the film has bad acting, blatant vil- 
lains, and an unbelievable plot. What’s 
missing here is the smooth style and sly hu- 
mor that made the first two installments so 
entertaining. Even Murphy’s trademark 
deep-throated laugh is absent. 

Worse, Murphy appears content to sit 
back and let the plot make the movie — a 
big mistake. It’s so bonkers, you wonder 
whether the film is self-parody. If so, Mur- 
phy, Landis, and screenwriter Steven de 
Souza aren’t in on the joke. Either way 
you take the movie, it isn’t funny. Mur- 
phy’s anarchic wit may have made up for 
pathetic plots, stiff acting, and random, 
pointless deaths in the past, but it can’t 
save this third Beverly Hills Cop from be-

KIKA 

Pedro Almodévar’s new Kika opens with 
the image of a woman in lingerie seen 
through a keyhole, and from that moment 
on the self-conscious voyeurism never 
stops. Kika (Veronica Forque) is the irre- 
pressibly perky make-up person for a Span- 
ish TV station whose life takes a turn for 
intrigue when she agrees to make up the 
corpse of Ramén (Alex Casanovas), a 
Blow-Up-like fashion photographer. 
Ramé6n, however, is not dead, and the two 
become lovers, leading to Almodévar-ish 
extremes of violence, sex, and absurdity — 
most of them viewed through a variety of 
lenses wielded by a variety of peeping toms. 

Chief among those is Andrea Scarface 
(Victoria Abril in a campy but shrewd per- 
formance), the Elvira-like host of a show 
called Today’s Worst — a Hard Copy clone 
that combines America’s Most Wanted 
with Faces of Death. On camera she’s 
dressed in black S&M outfits that would 
give Catwoman pause. Off camera she is a 
camera — dressed in a space suit with a 
video-unit helmet like the filmmakers in 
Albert Brooks’s Real Life. 

Among the images Scarface captures is 
the prolonged “comic” rape of Kika — 
one reason, perhaps, the film is being re- 
leased unrated. It’s a bit of copout for 
Almodévar to bring us face to face with 
the horror of our own voyeuristic preoc- 
cupations and then try to do it for laughs. 
Neither does he enhance his message that 
the media exploit and alienate us by mak- 
ing a movie that does the same. At the

LIVING PROOF: HIV AND THE 
PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS 


Living Proof isn’t the first movie about liv- 
ing with the AIDS virus, and, unfortunately, 
it’s not going to be the last. Filmed during a 
photo shoot for a book with the same title, 
Living Proof might be described as a partic- 
ularly engaging entry in our now-gigantic 
archive of first-hand accounts of living with 
AIDS. Featuring interviews with about a 
dozen subjects gathered by photographers 
Carolyn Jons and George DiSipio, the film 
aims to show that living with an HIV-posi- 
tive diagnosis isn’t one downhill crawl but 
can actually be an exhilarating experience. 
Indeed, almost every participant says 
that being aware of death has made him or 


her more aware of life. “I’m actually in 
better physical health now than I’ve ever 
been,” says one. “I’ve just finished my first 
triathlon.” Is this denial or, as one person 
puts it, “a positive outlook on life”? Such 
is the contradictory nature of living with 
HIV, apparently. (Even the occasion of the 
photo shoot becomes something of a mi- 
crocosm of the HIV experience, throwing 
together people who never would other- 
wise have met.) As agitprop, the film is 
somewhat manipulative: no one assembled 
here seems anything but an advertisement 
for sane, healthy living. But as a group 
portrait, Living Proof is quite powerful, 
filling in faceless HIV statistics with exu- 
berant individual stories. At the Brattle.

Mark Morris looks for the 
hidden soul of harmony

he throaty lyricism of Sara 
and Maybelle Carter drifts 
into the hall high up in the 
Tremont House hotel as 
Mark Morris, wrapped in a 
blue-and-white cotton robe, sweeps open 
the door to his room. The air is stiff with 
the residue of countless Dunhills, and 
steamed milk and espresso percolate 
through the coffee machine on a corner 
table. On the nightstand, a lamp swathed in 
a shirt-cum-dimmer towers above an ear- 
marked copy of E.H. Gombrich’s The Sense 
of Order: A Study in the Psychology of Deco- 
rative Art like a red-and-green-plaid tree. 

Morris has been occupying this corner 
suite while his 15-member troupe is in 
town for the Mark Morris Dance Group’s 
third — and last — annual six-week resi- 
dency, a unique community-oriented pro- 
gram sponsored by Dance Umbrella. This 
year’s program of workshops, classes, and 
outreach efforts concludes May 28. 

But most alluring is the prospect of see- 
ing Morris’s glorious L’Allegro, il Penser- 
oso ed il Moderato, a giant of a dance set to 
Handel’s 1740 oratorio of the same name, 
when an expanded group of 24 dancers ex- 
plodes on the Wang Center stage from 
June 2 to 4. A second program, featuring a 
world premiere, runs at the Emerson Ma- 
jestic Theatre from June 7 to 11. 

L’Allegro takes its libretto from John 
Milton’s pair of flip-sided poems, “L’Alle- 
gro” (often translated as “mirth”) and “Il 
Penseroso” (“melancholy”), plus a few 
verses of “Il Moderato,” which Handel’s 
librettist,-Charles Jennens, unfortunately 
added, says Morris, “as an Enlightenment 
answer” to the argument. Morris’s first 
full-evening work, L’Allegro derives some 
of its imagery from the 12 visionary water- 
colors William Blake painted to illustrate 
Milton’s two odes. It has more than 30 
dances (“Some one line long, some seven 
minutes long”) and features 21 set 
changes — backdrops in numerous colors 


and patterns that shrink, then enlarge or 
deepen the stage space. “You think you’re 
used to seeing something and then it com- 
pletely shifts in a second,” says Morris. 
“It’s all musically timed, which is a pain in 
the ass, but it’s great.” The work draws on 
the talents of more than 65 musicians and 
vocalists from Boston’s Emmanuel Music, 
under the direction of Craig Smith. 

In presenting L’Allegro, with its cloisters 
and nymphs, planets and gods and popu- 
lous cities, Morris links arms with his 
artistic forebears of the 17th, 18th, and 
19th centuries (and even earlier, given 
Milton’s classical allusions) to make visual 
their, and his, preoccupations: the range 
of experience within the public and private 
domains of the human psyche, and indeed 
all of nature. 

“The poetry’s so fantastic and beautiful 
and evocative. It’s all over the place — it’s 
inside and outside and in your head and in 
the world,” says Morris about the dichoto- 
my the words express. “It’s not happy and 
sad; it’s out and in. The poems are trans- 
lated often as ‘mirth’ and ‘melancholy’ be- 
cause it alliterates or something, but it’s 
more.” 

That Morris has grabbed hold of the 
“more” should come as no surprise, given 
his concern with the “big” subjects — loss, 
love, universal truths — and the nature of 
his many-layered dances. “Morris habitually 
tells two sides of the same story at once,” 
writes Joan Acocella in her recent biography 
of the 37-year-old artist. Take the magnifi- 
cent Dido and Aeneas (1989), set to the 
Henry Purcell opera, with its dual 
Queen/Sorceress role, which Dance Um- 
brella presented here five years ago; and the 
very funny Ten Suggestions (1981), wherein 
Morris both presents a music visualization 
in the style of the Moderns — improvisa- 
tions with a hoop, a ribbon, a chair — and 
comments on the naiveté and exaltation of 
their oeuvre. 

Morris was drawn to Handel’s L’Allegro 
partly because of the dichotomy of its 
theme and structure (Jennens broke apart 
Milton’s poems and alternated their vers- 
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es, setting up, say, sun against moon, the 
better to reveal their contrasts). He ex- 
plains, “Even if there’s a solo, there has to 
be one second of it that has another per- 
son on stage because — guess what? — 
‘L’Allegro/Il Penseroso.’ It’s doubled al- 
ways. Very often there will be a solo, and 
then very far away, behind the scrims, is 
the same solo, just delayed. 

“For instance, there’s a lark dance and a 
nightingale dance, and they’re about dif- 
ferent points of view with the same tiny 
bird subject. With the lark, it’s the morn- 
ing dance, and it’s really fast and, you 
know, tweety. And the nightingale one is 
really far away. It’s soprano and a flute 
echo, so it’s twilight and lonelier. So 
again, one is public and one is private, to a 
certain extent.” 

He’s undertaken a rearrangement of 
parts, cutting a few passages from the’ 
score and reordering others. For example, 
he ends with a L’Allegro chorus rather 
than the original’s I] Penseroso refrain. “I 
wanted a finale,” he says simply. 

But Morris wholly subscribes to Mil- 
ton’s evocation of “the hidden soul of har- 
mony.” It’s reflected throughout the more 
than 80 dances he’s produced since 1971, 
and specifically in his repeated use of the 
circle. “It’s a complete system that can be 
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seen from any direction. And you partici- 
pate in it, not at it.” In other words, it em- 
phasizes his belief in community. 

He stops talking and flips though his 
worn and tagged copy of the score, a thin 
hardbound volume covered with blue 
cloth. “Wait. I have to find this because 
it’s such a good line,” he says, then recites: 
“ “And ever against eating cares/Lap me in 
soft Lydian airs/Soothe me with immortal 
verse/Such as the meeting soul may 
pierce.’ ” His words accelerate, rise, until 
he reaches the searched-for stanza: “‘Un- 
twisting all the chains that tie/The hidden 
soul of harmony.’ 

“The hidden soul of harmony.’ What is 
more beautiful?” He pauses. “I don’t 
know.” Q

pending time with Mark Morris means spend- 
ing time with a lot of music. We listened to a 
gamelan CD that Mark picked up in Bali re- 
cently. We listened to some Haydn operas and the mu- 
sic of the Carter family, to name just a few. Morris has 
danced all over the world, and his taste in music spans 
the globe — and time as well. 
My mission for this visit with Mark was to find out 
what makes him tick —— the proverbial “personality puff 
piece.” We began with his feet. 


Q: How often do you get a pedicure? 

A: I’ve never had it done professionally. I do it myself 
about every three weeks. 

Q: How important is it for a dancer to get a pedicure? 

A: I think it’s more important than some dancers do. 
And it depends if you’re dancing on point, of course. 
We all know that if you don’t clip your nails, they turn 
black and fall off.

eware the village of 
Chelm, Yiddish folklore’s 
home for a fabulous as- 
sortment of numbskulls 
and buffoons — its brand 
of stupidity is apparently contagious, par- 
ticularly for susceptible theater folk. How 
else to explain Neil Simon’s The Curse of 
Kulyenchikoff (renamed Fools during its 
short run on Broadway), in which the ter- 
minally stupid cracked dumb one-liners 
for two excruciating hours? More success- 
ful but still pretty lackluster is Shlemiel the 
First, American Repertory Theatre honcho 
Robert Brustein’s adaptation of Isaac Ba- 
shevis Singer’s play about the lovable but 
brainless Chelmites. Even with the 
Klezmer Conservatory Band piping Yid- 
dish tunes and some nifty lyrics from 
Arnold Weinstein (“I’m just your custom- 
ary wretch/So who am I to kvetch?”), the 
show, in its world premiere here, is often 
as flat as a matzo. 

Two hours of jokes and songs from the 
mouths of the stupid is a bit much, some- 
thing that Brustein and company, unlike 
Simon, recognize. So we get the leavening 
agent of klezmer. But traditional Yiddish 
music, even as well played as it is here, 
can’t separate the shtick from the dead: 
Shlemiel the First spends far too much 
time treating Shlemiel and his buddies as if 
they were kosher whoopee cushions. Hell, 
this show hits its characters over the head 
with a giant green pickle when things get 
slow. And hoo-hah!, do things get slow. 
Brustein hasn’t found a way to re-create 
‘the world in which these fools fumble, or 
to convey the tenderness with which 


Singer regards them. He settles for two 
hours of lowbrow silly. 

Shlemiel the First doesn’t give us the tor- 
tured, dybbuk-driven sinners of the Nobel 
Prize-winning writer’s novels or the best of 
his short stories. And it’s not meant to. The 
farcical delusions of Shlemiel and his fellow 
villagers illustrate the flipside of Singer’s 
dark view of life, the sweetness of everyday 
Jewish existence. As Cynthia Ozick writes 
in Art and Ardor: “This tenderness for ordi- 
nary folk, their superstitions, their folly, 
their plainness, their lapses, is a classical 
thread of Yiddish fiction, as well as the tree 
trunk of Singer’s own hasidic legacy — 
love and reverence for the down-to-earth.” 
The pedestrian knotheads of Chelm, stuffed 
to the gills with humbug, are supposed to 
learn by the end of the play that “the rule of 
thumb is to remember you’re dumb.” 

In Singer, the humor of Chelm has a 
twisted wisdom to it, a loopy fatalism that 
drains suffering of its cosmic significance 
by grounding it in a world of homy practi- 
cal realities. “If you want to forget your 
troubles,” runs a Yiddish adage, “put on a 
shoe that’s too tight.” Content to toss off 
Yiddish words (everything from “alter 
kocker” to “shnorrer”) for a sure quick 
laugh, Shlemiel the First misses out on the 
genuinely moving aspects of the humorous 
fable. 

And there is some real charm here amid 
the broad comedy. Shlemiel, the dumbest 
of the dumb, is charged by the sagest of 
the sage, Gronam Ox (a man who swears 
“blintzes grew on the tree of knowledge”) 
to speak about the wisdom of Chelm 
around the world. A scamp tricks Shlemiel 
into turning around a few miles outside 
town, and the guy thinks the Chelm he 
walks back into is a double of his beloved 
village, complete with dead ringers for his 
wife and kids. The so-called brains of the 
town agree with Shlemiel, and they order 
him to live and work with his look-alike 
wife, though physical intimacy between the 
supposedly unmarried pair is forbidden. 

The sappy ballads (“The Screen Song,” 
“Can This Be Hell?”) shared by Shlemiel 
and his befuddled Mrs. are easily the mu- 
sical’s weakest moments. The show hasn’t 
made us care enough about the couple’s 
fragile but tenacious existence, so their 
romantic quandary becomes just another 
stupid human trick. And without any 
emotional direction, Shlemiel the First 
ends up chasing its own joky and poky 
tail, with song after song (“Wake-Up 
Song,” “We’re Talking Chelm,” 
“Meshugah”) elaborately recapitulating

the boneheadedness of Chelm. 

Two terrific numbers give an inkling of 
what Shlemiel the First might be if it were 
infused with a little more heart and a lot 
more imagination. The sages send Shlemiel 
off on his journey with “Geography Song,” 
a superb arrangement of “Rumania, Ruma- 
nia” that catches the feisty flavor of Yiddish 
celebrations, the cast doing a wonderful 
dance while sitting on chairs. And when 
Shlemiel sets off, he is joined by a klezmer 
outfit that plays a tune while stagehands set 
rocks and trees on stage. The entrancing 
scene hits just the right note: funny, affec- 
tionate, and dreamlike. 

Given those signs of life, the overall 
stodginess of the evening is as puzzling as 
it is disappointing. Director/choreogra- 
pher David Gordon, who was responsible 
for the fine The Mysteries and What’s So 
Funny?, has shown he can handle stage 
movement and Jewish sentiment with in- 
ventive ease. But the staging of this show 
feels cramped (most of the action takes 
place on one side of the stage, which is 
why it’s so liberating when Shlemiel goes 
on his quest) and inhibited, straining, but 
failing, to keep its head above the borscht. 
Occasionally, characters are pulled on and 
off stage standing on blankets — a sure 
sign of directorial desperation. Gordon 
isn’t helped by an askew set (doors and 
walls akimbo, lumpy floor, ugly red trees 
and rocks) that doesn’t add much, except 
to give us an insight into the Chelmites as 
perceptually handicapped. 

What’s more, the ART cast lacks the 
menschy gumption the Singer material de- 
mands, a flair for improv and comic detail 
that walks the thin line between humanity 
and caricature. The collection of unmerci- 
fully mugging sages, who include Vontress 
Mitchell, Scott Cunningham, and Ben- 
jamin Evett, is not ready for brine time. 
Charles Levin makes for a solid Gronam 
Ox, though by the second act you tire of 
his bellowing. Remo Airaldi is as much a 
kosher ham as the rest of the sages, but he 
has a zingy voice and does an antic turn as 
Chaim Rascal. 

Rosalie Gerut, as Mrs. Shlemiel, also 
sports impressive pipes, yet her perfor- 
mance lacks comic timing, as do those of 
most of the other Chelmites. Larry Block 
looks and moves like a shlemiel, but he 
never makes you feel much for the saintly 
shlub. And then there’s the hyper-active 
Marilyn Sokol, wielding the aforemen- 
tioned overgrown cucumber like a billy 
club. Shlemiel the First’s a pickle all = 
but it’s less dill than dull.

he World Cup is coming! 
The World Cup is coming! 

The world’s largest sport- 
ing event is coming to sever- 
al US cities, including Bos- 
ton, and it promises to be the most biggest 
and successful foreign import since the 
metric system. You can already feel the 
buzz in the cafés of the North End and the 
pubs of Southie as the expatriates gather 
to cheer on their national teams. And you 
can feel it on the stage of the Black Box 
Theatre at the Boston Center for the Arts, 
where In High Germany is likely to whip 
Irish soccer fans into a frenzy. 

Presented by the Sdgén Theatre Compa- 
ny, a local troupe dedicated to contemporary 
Irish drama, Dublin playwright Dermot Bol- 
ger’s In High Germany is a 55-minute 
monologue delivered by Eoin (Alexander 
Downes), the ultimate Irish soccer fan. He’s 
standing on a railway platform in Germany 
during the 1988 European championships, 
where Ireland has beaten England but been 
eliminated by the Dutch team. You don’t 
have to be as big a fan as Eoin, or even Irish, 
to appreciate his nationalistic rant, which 
wanders literally all over the map, from foot- 
ball to broader concerns. Although it helps. 

Eoin and his mates, Mick and Shane, 
are in their early 30s and have been fol- 
lowing the Irish team around Europe for 
most of their lives. Their parents and 
schoolmasters never understood (and tried 
to discourage) their passion for this “En- 
glish sport played by Englishmen.” It’s one 
of many ironies Eoin notes that he’s never 
felt more at home than among this diaspo- 
ra of Irish soccer fans, or that his team’s 
fortunes didn’t begin to soar until it took 
on players with cockney accents and 
names like Mancini. The play becomes 
Eoin’s own internal musings about what it 
means for someone of his generation to 
call himself an Irishman. 

“We were the chosen ones, the genera- 
tion that would make sense of the last 700 
years,” he says. His was the generation for 
whom independence had been achieved, 
for whom life would be easier, for whom 
emigration would not be necessary. “We 
were brought up not to go.” 

Of course, they did have to go. “We were 
not the chosen generation anymore. We 
were a hiccup.” The young men and women 
found work abroad and drifted apart. Eoin 
reveals that he has a pregnant German wife 
who will give birth to a child “with an Irish 
face and a strange accent.” After the loss to 
the Dutch, Eoin knows he and Mick and 
Shane and 13,000 cheering fans will be 
scattered to the four winds, and the only 
Ireland he’ll retain is the one “given back to 
me by 11 men in green.” At least it’ll be the 
Ireland he’s chosen for himself, since, “All 
my life it seems like someone’s been trying 
to tell me which Ireland is mine.” 

This could all be heavy going, especially 
since Bolger spells out all his metaphors so 
explicitly, if it weren’t for Downes, who 
carries the show with his vibrant, athletic, 
funny, and yes, poignant performance. Jim 
O’Hanlon’s direction is remarkably unob- 
trusive, given that the play begins with a 
“Shit!” (Eoin has just missed his train) 
and ends with a football cheer of “Ireland! 
Ireland! Ireland!” 

Anyone who has shared Eoin’s dilemma 
as a confused expatriate or as someone 
who lives vicariously through a sports team 
will surely appreciate In High Germany. 
But even if you hate sports or aren’t Irish, 
you should still get a kick out of it. Q

James Rado restyles the 
1969 Hair for the ’90s

he age of Aquarius may have 
dawned a quarter-century 
ago, but the age of ’60s nos- 
talgia is upon us now. 
There’s the 25th anniversary 
of Woodstock, which is being celebrated 
with not just one but two festival concerts 
this summer. There are the fashion 
spreads with bell-bottoms and flower-child 
motifs. And now there’s the 25th-anniver- 
sary touring production of Hair, which 
comes to Boston’s Colonial Theatre June 1 
through 5, the second-to-last stop of a 
tour that started in Baltimore in February. 

“This is the first full-fledged US revival 
of the show,” explains James Rado, who 
wrote the lyrics and libretto of “The Amer- 
ican Tribal Love-Rock Musical,” Hair’s 
other given name, with Gerome Ragni 
back when long hair was a sign of rebel- 
lion and Vietnam was still a “winnable” 
war. Ragni died of cancer in 1991, but 
Rado’s back directing the show that, in 
Tom O’Horgan’s production, clocked in 
1700 performances in four and a half 
years on Broadway. And Galt MacDermot 
— composer of the score that, what with 
“Aquarius,” “Good Morning Starshine,” 
“Let the Sun Shine In,” and “Easy To Be 
Hard,” yielded more Top 10 hits than any 
other Broadway musical in history — is by 
his side providing musical supervision. 

“There have been plans in the past for 
reviving the show,” Rado continues, “but 
it never seemed to be the right time, and 
there didn’t seem to be enough interest. 
When we did the 10-year revival on 
Broadway, we actually had trouble casting 
the show. This time we had no problem 
finding an incredible group of people. 
That to me says that the timing is right. 
You can see it in that there are a lot of 
men with long hair out there, whereas in 
the late ’70s and ’80s that wasn’t a popu- 
lar image. And today’s music has gone 
back to look at the ’60s for inspiration, so 
it’s obvious that young people are interest- 
ed in the period. It’s hard to analyze what 
the true significance of it is, but it was a 
profound music back then and it endures 
in our culture today.” 

Although the music that made Hair such 
a success has aged well — the Lemon- 
heads tacked an acoustic version of 


“Frank Mills” onto the end of their alter- 
native-chart breakthrough It’s a Shame 
About Ray (Atlantic) — some of the hip- 
py-era details haven’t made the passage 
into the safe-sex, just-say-no-to-drugs 
90s. The free-love message that pervades 
the lyrics and dialogue of the show is an 
anachronism in the era of AIDS, and 
that’s something Rado struggled with as 
an adviser to the European touring pro- 
duction that’s been up and running for the 
past three years. 

“We tried putting a safe-sex message 
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“There are a lot of young men with long hair 
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into the show in England, and I just didn’t 
like it. The director wanted to have con- 
doms on the stage, so in the bed scene he 
had the cast blowing up condoms and I 
wrote a new line in the song that I don’t 
like: ‘And to prevent disease in bed/Please 
use one of these in bed.’ It leapt out like a 
sore thumb. It wasn’t appropriate because 
when you’re watching the show you’re 
supposed to be going back in time, and 
condoms weren’t a part of that. I think 
you just have to accept that free love is 
something that’s of the period.” 

On the other hand, Rado did consent to 
changing the title of the song “Sodomy” to 
the less offensive “Holy Orgy,” along with 
reworking some of the words. “ ‘Sodomy’ 
is more shocking and it probably will al- 
ways be called ‘Sodomy,’ ” he offers with a 
tinge of regret. “I thought ‘Holy Orgy’ was 
more appropriate when I looked at it in 
the context of the other song titles. It just 
looks better going from ‘Aquarius’ to 
‘Donna’ to ‘Holy Orgy’ and then into 
‘Hashish.’ ” 

This last song, which celebrates the use 
of drugs and was originally referred to in 
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the liner notes as “the tribe’s answer to the 
curse of alcohol,” has also undergone a 
transformation for the ’90s. References to 
heroin and cocaine have been deleted in 
favor of softer drugs like marijuana, a 
change that Rado insists makes the song 
more accurate. 

“The drugs were absolutely true of the 
period, and the truth can shock. There 
was a real connection between the drug- 
taking at the time and the consciousness- 
raising. Certain drugs were used in a spiri- 
tual sense to open doors, but in the partic- 
ular scene that we were writing about, 
heroin and cocaine were not part of it so 
it’s more proper not to include them in the 
lyrics. They really weren’t part of the 
scene. As far as I know, it was mainly pot 
and acid that were typically being used.” 

The only other major change is the inclu- 
sion of two newer songs that Rado, Ragni, 
and MacDermot wrote after the show’s ini- 
tial run on Broadway. One of the new 
tunes, “Hippy Life,” was composed for in- 
clusion in Milos Forman’s 1979 film adap- 
tation but never made the final cut. Rado 
describes it as “a celebratory song written 
in the American Indian style of 
music.” The other new song, 
“Give Up All Desires,” chronicles 
Claude, the show’s non-hippie 
protagonist (and the role Rado 
originated), on a spiritual trip to 
the Himalayas late in act two. 

Despite the additions and sub- 
tractions, Rado feels that the 
show has stayed true to its origi- 
nal themes, and he’s resisted the 
urge to update Hair’s Vietnam 
War backdrop with references to 
more contemporary issues. For 
him, the show works as a period 
piece about an era that’s still very 
much a part of the American 
imagination. 

“In one sense the show has. been 
vastly reworked in a subtle way, 
and if you know the original pro- 
duction really well, you’ll notice 
the changes. But the story itself 
doesn’t need to be updated be- 
cause it deals with timeless con- 
cerns and considerations about 
society and the human experience 
on Earth: war, peace, and love. It 
holds up, automatically because 
there are parallels to what’s going 
on in the world today even with- 
out us writing them in. 

“Overall, I think Hair works 
best when it’s being true to the 
period it was written about. I 
think that it’s much better with 
Hair to keep it in that very special 
period. By going into the past you 
can find out more about today. 
It’s nice for people to go ona 
trip, a trip back into the 60s. And 
it’s almost as if the reality of the

emember “live” television? 
Well, it’s back, at the 
Colonial Theatre, though 
at greater cost to the stu- 
dio audience. Tony Ran- 
dall and Jack Klugman, for five seasons 
TV’s Odd Couple, have taken their show on 
the road as a benefit for Randall’s ailing 
Broadway-based National Actors Theatre 
— which, to judge by the sellout crowd on 
the midweek night I attended, should be 
monetarily re-infused in no time. As for the 
high cost of tickets, you have to consider 
that, when TV comes to the stage, there are 
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no commercials — though the touring Odd 
Couple cast does include CLIO-winning 
actor Jack Aaron of “Try it, You'll Like It” 
Alka-Seltzer fame. 

There are doubtless those who think that 
Randall and Klugman were the original Odd 
Couple and that Art Carney (who originated 
the part of Felix Unger, opposite Walter 
Matthau’s Oscar Madison, in the 1965 
Broadway play) went out with The Honey- 
mooners. Certainly the TV duo, who have 
taken Neil Simon’s comedy as far afoot as 
Australia, are identified with the roles they 
still play to perfection. About the only signs 
that this Felix and Oscar are long in the 
tooth are the gray in Randall’s “clenched 
hair” and the fact that Klugman speaks, as a 
result of his bout with throat cancer, a bit 
like Linda Blair in The Exorcist. 

As for the play, in this era of truly cre- 
ative roommate pairing, its premise of mis- 
matched, heterosexual divorced guys, one 
more “wifely” than the other, seems almost 
quaint. And you realize, sitting through it 
yet again, that you’ve seen almost as many 
variations on The Odd Couple as on Oedi- 
pus. Watching Randall wow the ditzy Pi- 
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geon sisters with his copious tears, howev- 
er, you are struck by Felix Unger as a pre- 
cursor to the Sensitive Man (now on the 
way out, we’re told), a pioneer in an apron, 
blazing the way for Alan Alda. (Not so Os- 
car Madison, who refers to the Pigeons as 
“those two lamb chops.”) 

Ah, but the things to watch here are 
Klugman and Randall. The direction, by 
Harvey Medlinsky, is by the numbers; the 
supporting cast of ball-and-chained poker 
cronies and free-flying Pigeons is fine. But 
Klugman and Randall take their pairing be- 
yond the neatly pruned hostility, great lines, 


guine — that you feel you’re watching 
Michael Jordan ascend toward the hoop. 
When The Odd Couple first appeared, 
the New York Times’ Howard Taubman, 
betraying either his or the age, opined, 
“Women are bound to adore the sight of a 
man carrying on like a little homemaker.

Morphine’s addictive music is 
seducing a phalanx of fans

wo years ago Morphine 
were scrapping, pounding 
the streets to find a record 
label willing to take a 
chance on their first album. 
Now, after the release of 1993’s Cure for 
Pain CD, they’re media darlings with 
stacks of rave reviews, MTV exposure, and 
international tours to their credit. 

What changed? 

Nothing. Certainly not the band, whom 
most record companies found as hard to 
handle as a prickly pear. The problem was 
that Morphine didn’t fit in a box and they 
still don’t. They’re not grunge, they’re not 
punk, they’re not folk, and they’re sure as 
hell not techno. But they’re not Franken- 
stein, either. In fact, once you get over the 
idea that singer Mark Sandman plays a 
two-string bass, Dana Colley honks on 
one and occasionally two saxophones (at 
the same time), and Billy Conway’s drums 
can beat out a melody, it’s obvious that 
they’re a damn good rock band, as meat- 
and-potatoes as Chuck Berry, with the 
same side helpings of blues, jazz, and 
R&B. Not a neck bolt in sight. 

But Cure for Pain is by no means a stan- 
dard rock creation. For starters, there’s 
the minimalist, low-end bias that’s a natu- 
ral outgrowth of the band’s unusual in- 
strumentation and Sandman’s deep, laid- 
back croon. Then there’s the conspicuous 
absence of rock’s most common vehicle, 
the electric guitar. Dig a little deeper and 
you'll notice a seasoned, swinging groove 
that Charlie Watts would be proud to call 
his own and that most straight-rock drum- 
mers couldn't even fake. And to top it off, 
Sandman’s lyrics, which touch on sexy 
adult themes like pacts with the Devil 
(“Buena”) and illicit affairs (“Thursday”), 
have more in common with the blues than 
with any of Seattle’s twentysomething 
angst. 

Morphine’s untraditional formula may 
look daunting and difficult on paper, but 
after a few listens it goes down as smooth 
and easy as perfectly aged Kentucky bour- 
bon. Conway’s soulful, propulsive back- 
beats mesh seamlessly with Sandman’s 
melodic, driving bass lines, leaving Colley 
free to use his baritone sax like a guitar, 
harmonizing with the vocals, repeating 
hooky motifs, and building up to artful, 
cathartic leads. On stage, Sandman every 
so often takes to introducing Colley as the 
band’s lead guitarist. 

“My major influence when I was grow- 

ing up was guitar players,” offers Colley 
when we convene over lunch at the Plough 
and Stars. “I’ve tried to use the saxophone 
in that role, or at least with the same ap- 
proach as guitarists like Billy Gibbons and 
Frank Zappa. That kind of guitar tone, 
that fat sound where one note has such a 
dynamic range, is what I wanted from the 
sax.” 
Colley’s sax — more specifically his oc- 
casional use of baritone and tenor at once 
— and Sandman’s two-string bass provid- 
ed MTV Music News with an irresistible 
hook for a Morphine segment a few 
months ago. It was the kind of coverage 
bands kill for, but it was hard not to notice 
how little attention the segment paid to 
their songs and music. 

“The double-sax thing is just another 
aspect of creating a sound that has its own 


limitations, the way any other single in- 
strument does,” comments Colley, taking 
on a serious, almost professorial tone. “It 
just happens to be photogenic so people 
enjoy looking at it. It’s part of the 
vaudeville approach to selling things — 
‘Look here, we have a man with three 
heads’ — or a man with two saxes. It basi- 
cally amounts to the same thing.” 

“And now, ladies and gentlemen, Dana 
will attempt to play two lead guitars,” 
Sandman interjects pointedly. Even when 
he’s serious, Sandman’s voice carries 
traces of his wry smirk that let you inter- 
pret him any way you’d like. In addition to 
being the band’s frontman, lyricist, and 
main songwriter, he’s the one who’s taken 
the most responsibility for the business 
and promotion end of things. When I 
talked to him last fall, prior to the release 
of Cure for Pain, he was still managing the 
band — a baseball-style player/manager 
was how he characterized it. In fact, he 
was in the middle of going over proofs of 
the artwork for Cure for Pain, which he 
had spread out on the coffee table of his 
apartment. Local lawyer Deb Klein has 
since been hired on as manager, but Sand- 
man still keeps his finger on the pulse of 
the band’s affairs, and he likes to set the 
agenda in interviews. 

“You know, every article about us starts 
out with stuff about the two-string bass, 
baritone saxophone, and no guitar,” he 
laments. “Personally, I’d like to see re- 
views that say we’re a good band with 
good songs and good playing first, and 
then mention that we have real different 
instrumentation. There are plenty of bands 
that are a lot stranger than us. Basically, 
we write pretty standard three-minute 
rock songs with verses, choruses, and 
hooks.” 

Sandman and Conway have already 
been through the travails of almost making 
it once. As bandmates in Treat Her Right, 
they put out two albums on RCA in the 
late ’80s before the label, which was clear- 
ly unprepared to market an unconvention- 
al bluesy band, dropped them. Past history 
isn’t the band’s favorite topic, but it’s had 
a big influence on how they’re conquering 
the music industry this time around. 

“I don’t want to talk about Treat Her 
Right or the history of pop music and the 
music business,” explains Sandman. “I 
don’t want people asking me what it used 
to be like. I want to look forward. Billy 
and I were in Treat Her Right for a few 
years and, sure, we learned a lot of things 
about the business the hard way.” 

According to Morphine’s label, 
Rykodisc, Cure for Pain has sold close to 
200,000 units worldwide, and it hasn’t 
been released in Japan or Brazil yet. The 
band’s debut, Good, which originally came 
out on the tiny Cambridge-based Accu- 
rate/Distortion label and was eventually 
picked up by Rykodisc, has sold 50,000. 

What the numbers don’t say is that 
Morphine have adopted an approach to 
the music industry that’s as unique as their 
sound and, so far, every bit as convincing. 
Rather than hiring a big-name manage- 
ment company, they turned to a friend 
with a degree in entertainment law and ex- 
perience working for Boston’s Taang! la- 
bel, even though she’d never managed a 
band. For tours, they chose the same 
booking agency used by fiercely indepen- 
dent bands like DC’s Fugazi and Jawbox. 
And rather than cashing in on their cur- 
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rent buzz by hitching themselves to a big 
tour opening for a well-known headliner 
or accepting the string of gigs they were 
offered on the Lollapalooza second stage, 
they’ve opted to work their way up in the 
national club circuit. 

“That’s really the only way to develop a 
real relationship with the promoters and 
club owners in each town,” explains Sand- 
man. “Opening on a big tour means no 
soundcheck, no dressing room, very little 
money, and, unless you’re lucky, nobody’s 
there to see you. Sure you get to play in 
front of a few thousand people, but that 
doesn’t matter if they’re not paying atten- 
tion. Basically what we've tried to do is 
these residency tours where we play in a 
city for three or four nights in a row so 
that we can actually get to know the 
place.” 

Conway, who acts as the band’s good- 
natured spiritual center, offers a different 
line of reasoning. “I think there’s a point 
where it’s no longer a musical event and 
it’s really something else. I saw Spring- 
steen at the Garden and it was a spectacle, 
but it wasn’t really musical. There were 
moments, but they weren’t musical mo- 
ments, they were moments of his raw 
power. I felt like I wanted some popcorn 
to watch this thing, this performance. 

“I prefer a venue that allows for musical 
moments, and once it goes beyond that it’s 
no longer in the realm of what I want to 
do, because I’m just looking for music. 
The show is the hour and a half in the day 
that I look forward to. One of the things 
I’ve learned is that the rest of the stuff, the 
interviews and the moving from gig to gig, 
is just preparation for that hour and a half. 
My job is to make sure that amid all that 
other stuff, I have all my faculties and in- 
spiration ready to go for that hour and a 
half because I’ll be damned if I’m going to 
let anybody ruin my favorite part of the 
day.” 

Conway’s “favorite part of the day” has 
brightened a lot of clubgoers’ evenings 
since September, when Morphine began 
an incessant round of touring that’s sched- 
uled to continue through the end of the 
summer. A five-week jaunt through Eu- 
rope that included a slot at one of those 
mind-boggling festivals we always hear 
about in the States (in Bourges, France) 
brought capacity crowds to all but three of 
their club dates. A January gig at LA’s 
Troubadour began with a line stretching 
around the block and ended with a lot of 
industry people raving. 

Sandman slept through the big earth- 
quake that rocked LA while Morphine 
were there — “My bed was resting on a 
particularly solid part of the hotel’s foun- 
dation” — but the band were up for doing 
some small club rockin’ themselves the fol- 
lowing night. As it turned out, they were 
the only band to brave the curfew and 
play, and they were rewarded with a blurb 
in Rolling Stone. A week later, the acci- 
dental media barrage continued with a tri- 
umphant little gig on Conan O’Brien’s ail- 
ing TV show, and Cure for Pain’s been 
selling a steady 3000 copies a week in the 
US ever since. 

More important, for a band hell-bent on 
proving themselves in clubland, Morphine 
have been learning how to adapt the low- 
key charm that came so naturally in small 
rooms like the Plough and the Middle East 
to larger venues. In Austin this spring they 
commanded the stage in front of 2500 at 
the Terrace and played a set that was easi- 
ly one of the highlights of the annual 
South by Southwest Music Conference — 
a point that was emphasized by Entertain- 
ment Weekly’s coverage of the industry 
event, which included a prominent photo 
of the band. 

“You can’t play as much as we do and 
not get better,” comments Conway. 

“We've been playing a lot and that 
helps,” continues Sandman. “I feel that 
I’ve put more energy into involving the au- 
dience and reaching out a little by intro- 
ducing ourselves. You know, you intro- 
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duce the band and then say something re- 
ally sincere like ‘God, what a great-looking 
audience.’ In Europe I even learned all the 
show-biz clichés as soon as we got to each 
country. It’s just self-defense, or a way of 
putting ourselves at ease. But you can also 
tell that the audience appreciates little 
things like knowing our names. 

“One thing that I used to like about 
playing here at the Plough is that there’s 
no stage. It’s just a bar with a band. When 
you’re playing a big room and you’re 
standing up higher than everyone else with 
all these lights pointed at you, it’s almost a 
little too much. So I think we also try and 
break down that barrier a little bit.” 

So as not to leave the wrong impression, 
Conway clarifies Sandman’s point. “It’s 
not like we come out with smoke, lights, 
and flashpots. We come out and it’s not 
going to be a big rock show, it’s going to 
be us doing our thing. For me to play my 
best and to squeeze the most out of the 
songs that I can, I need to feel relaxed and 
I need to feel that we’re all in synch. If we 
race out there and try and put on a big 
rock show, then it’s not going to be me 
doing what I do best.” 

When we met for lunch, Morphine had 
been off the road for two weeks. They 
spent two days in the studio and had just 
finished a five-day marathon of 45 inter- 
views in preparation for shows in Holland 
(where they’ll play the two-day, sold-out, 
70,000-capacity Pink Pop Festival with the 
Breeders, Soul Asylum, and Rage Against 
the Machine), Australia, and the US. 
They'll be back in Boston on June 1 for a 
show at Avalon, with openers Letters to 
Cleo and Smackmelon, after which they'll 
head back to Europe, Canada, and across 
the US. On August 6, they’ll be headlining 
a little venue in New York City called Cen- 
tral Park — a big step for a band who 
miss the down-to-earth atmosphere of the 
Plough. But none of that’s changed their 
attitude about music — or anything else. 

“I have to admit that I miss having the 
chance to really let loose and not worry so 
much about the paying customer,” says 
Colley. “It frees you up to do a lot of 
things, and that’s really the environment in 
which Morphine developed.” 

Sandman, who’s always kept two or 
three side projects going around Boston, 
agrees. “I’m looking forward to having 
some time off the road so I can try some 
new combos out. It’s a good way for me to 
come up with songs . . . just get a groove 
started, lay some words over it, and some- 
times it just all falls together like magic.” 

Sandman’s also looking into branch- 
ing out with Morphine. “We’ve had a lot 
of interest from filmmakers and direc- 
tors about writing and recording sound- 
track music. I think that’s something 
that would be good for us. I would also 

like to have our own variety show. We’d 
just have all these talented people that 
we know come on and read from the 
book they’re writing, paint a painting, 
play a song, or show a short film. It 
would be a network television show, like 
The Dean Martin Show. | think anything 
can reach mass popularity if it’s fed into 
the major media, At least I think this 
band is a perfect example of the fact that 
people are much more open to new and 
different things than they’re given credit 
for.” 

It’s going to be at least a few months 
before Morphine have time to settle back 
into their old habits, record a new album, 
or venture into new territory. Beavis and 
Butt-head have already accepted the 
“Cure for Pain” video for their show, 120 
Minutes just started giving the band some 
attention, and commercial radio is finally 
finding a place for their low-rock, so it’s a 
fair bet that Morphine are far from reach- 
ing their peak. 

Are the touring and the media attention 
wearing the band out? Well, as Sandman 
puts it, “There are some weary moments, but 
there are weary moments around your house, 
too.” Q 
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MATERIAL ISSUE: 
ASSHOLES, OR WHAT? 


On their third album, Chicago trio 
Material Issue continue their mission 
of spreading the gospel of lovestruck, 
bubblegum power pop, flying in the 
face of current rock convention. “We 
do get a lot of criticism, but, hey, 
that’s what we do best. To change 
just to follow whatever’s fashionable 
at the moment would be to end up 
yesterday’s news,” explains guitarist/ 
vocalist Jim Ellison. 

The band’s new Freak City Sound- 
track (Mercury) is a swaggering con- 
fection of traditionally structured, 
guitar-driven rock and roll built from 
Ellison’s fairly standard chord pro- 
gressions, drummer Mike Zelenko’s 
solid playing, and Ted Ansani’s bass. 


Rarely does Ellison’s voice drop be- 
neath a feverish shriek, though on 
songs like “Kim the Waitress” he dis- 
plays a breathy, wistful quality that 
borders on diffidence. He sings about 
love when it’s good, love when it’s 
bad, love when it’s over. But it all 
sounds fresh in the angst-ridden, 
grunge-dominated climate. 

There are a number of celebrity 

guests, beginning with producer Mike 
Chapman (he’s worked with the 
Sweet, Blondie, and the Knack), who 
gives the record a “Teenage Ram- 
page” flavor. “We called him while we 
were shopping for producers,” says 
Ellison, “and he volunteered to fly out 
the next day. He was chosen for his 
sheer enthusiasm.” Coincidentally, 
“She’s Going Through My Head,” a 
song Ellison had written some years 
ago, includes a reference to the 
Sweet, one of his early influences. 
Other contributors include Rick 
Nielsen of Cheap Trick, who lends a 
blistering solo to “Very Good Thing.” 
“Rick said, ‘Just give me gas money 
and I'll be there.’ We’ve always ad- 
mired his playing, but he never did 
get his gas money,” laughs Ellison. 
Perhaps the most unlikely visitor is 
Gilby Clarke, rhythm-guitarist of 
Guns N’ Roses, who had been a fan 
of “What Girls Want,” from Material 
Issue’s 1992 Destination Universe. 
He’s responsible for the weird slide 
riffs on “Funny Feeling.” 
The new CD takes one detour 
away from girls, cars, and more girls 
to address the issue of celebrity stalk- 
ing in “The Fan,” a song inspired by 
the murder of Rebecca Shaeffer and 
the killer’s subsequent appearance on 
Court TV. The lyrics begin innocently 
enough — as adoration from afar — 
but the narrator drifts from iy Oe 
to lunacy as his obsession grows. 
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feeling of senseless loss permeates the 
music as Char of the Chicago art- 
rockers Big Hat weaves a poignant 
violin through Ellison’s melodic gui- 
tar and Ansani’s steady bass. The al- 
bum’s instrumental tracks were 
recorded live and loud, yielding a 
noisier, more boisterous sound de- 
spite the introspection and pining 
throughout. 

But a word of warning to those 
planning to see Material Issue live. 
During last Tuesday’s show at Venus 
de Milo, Ellison, perhaps frustrated 
by some minor equipment malfunc- 
tions, spotted a person in the crowd 
gamely — if discreetly — bopping to 
the music; he began to harass her for 
“not dancing enough” and insisted 
she move to the back of the room. He 
continued his verbal abuse until she 


not only moved, she left the club. The 
irony of the incident is that the 
shocked fan was me. Guess they’re 
not as sensitive as I thought.

NATRAJ: A 

BICULTURAL BLOWOUT 
Over the past decade, Boston has 
spawned a talented clan of musicians 
out to fuse jazz with Indian classical 
and West African traditions. Perhaps 
the most musically successful and ac- 
cessible group to emerge from the 
Indo-jazz boiling pot is Natraj, who 


are headed by saxophonist and com- - 


poser Phil Scarff, a veteran of War- 
ren Senders’s experimental group 
Antigravity. With the release of their 
second CD, Meet Me Anywhere (Do- 
rian), Natraj seem well-poised for 
wider recognition. They celebrated 
the new release at Ryles earlier this 
month with three sets, including 
tunes from their first recording, The 
Goat Also Gallops (Accurate), along- 
side newer works. 

Like Senders, Scarff makes regular 
pilgrimages to India to study classical 
tradition with the masters, principally 
vocalist Pandit Shreeram G. Dev- 
asthali, in Pune. But unlike Senders, 
Scarff went to India already a fluent 
jazz player. For all the depth he’s 
achieved in Indian idioms, he retains 
that identity. And with Natraj, jazz is 
primary. Compositions anchor the 
players’ improvisational flights, giving 
them a place to return to, and thereby 
a license to take chances. 

Scarff is a lively, emotive soloist, 
and his compositions wear well. The 
opener on Meet Me Anywhere, “Foot- 
wear,” begins “e a querulous melo- 
dy of short sax 


t climb in s s 
pitch,” inviting other to join on —Banning gre 


in. The groove that results swings 
hard while maintaining the distinct 
rhythmic prickliness of full-tilt raga. 
In his solo, Scarff glides between 
structured Indian melodic develop- 
ment and characteristic jazz phrasing, 
bringing the two improvisational styles 
together with surprising ease. 
Natraj’s version of Senders’s 
“Drop the Knife Twice” hews close 
to an Indian rhythmic concept, which 
means it is driven by a ubiquitous 
rhythmic figure called tala, in this 
case a seven-beat pattern. Guest 
player Steve Gorn, an American mas- 
ter of the North Indian bamboo flute, 
joins Scarff to uphold the melodic 
end of this rhythmically aggressive 
construction. In a chattering intro, 
the whole ensemble ties a vocal knot 
using Indian rhythmic syllables — 
TA DIN NA — to spell out complex, 
layered rhythms. The piece becomes 
a field day for percussionists Jerry 
Leake and Russ Gold. Leake must 
rank among the best non-Indian tabla 
players. Tabla demands sure-fingered 
mastery of polyrhythms and flawless 
touch, and Leake fits the bill with en- 
ergy and style. A jazz veteran, Gold 
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keeps right up, contrasting the tabla’s 
earthy tones with quick, colorful 
cymbal work. 

Michael Rivard, one of the most 
versatile and sought after bassists in 
Boston, plays upright with a fat, warm 
solidity that evokes Mingus. His pro- 
longed vamp section in “Footwear,” 
which alternates five- and three-beat 
phrases, swings and grooves, gives 
Leake and Gold another opportunity 
to mix it up. But Rivard can also play 


crisp, clean melodies in the manner of | 
his teacher Dave Holland, as on his | 


nimbly athletic solo that opens 
“Friends Everywhere.”

graces two numbers. His solo on 
“Footwear” builds to a taut cyclic fig- 
ure, echoing the melody’s opening 
phrases and announcing his gentle, 
rhythmic approach. Another guest 
artist, Ghanaian master drummer 
Godwin Agbeli, lends authenticity 
and muscle to “Avu Matodzo,” Na- 
traj’s arrangement of a West African 
traditional piece. 

At the Ryles show, percussionist 
Blake Lindberg replaced Gold, dis- 
playing a powerful, nuanced touch on 
roto-toms and engaging in dynamic 
exchanges with Leake. Another new 
face, Carl Clements, complemented 
Scarff nicely on bamboo flute and 
tenor sax. A highlight of the new CD 
and of the two sets I caught was a 
moody, slithering rendition of Col- 
trane’s “Resolution,” with bamboo 
flute and Scarff’'s soprano intertwin- 
ing sensuously in the arrhythmic 
opening, then stating the classic mel- 
ody over a tabla-driven groove. Ap- 
propriate, since passionate solos in-

’m dealing with six submarines and 

15 MIGs!” exclaims Art Neville on 

the phone from his hotel room in 

St. Louis. On the eve of a tour that 

will bring New Orleans’s legendary 
Neville Brothers to the Orpheum this 
Tuesday, oldest brother Art, 56, is in- 
dulging in a venerable Crescent City tradi- 
tion: kicking back. 

“It’s a Super Nintendo game called Turn 
and Burn: The No Fly Zone,” he explains, 
“and, man, it’s some serious shit. You’re in 
the cockpit of an F-14 and you’ve got 
AWACS and on-board radar. You also 
have to adjust the degree that the wings 
sweep back on the plane. I have it hooked 
up on the bus and in my room on tour. Af- 
ter we’ve been out for a couple of weeks, 
I’ll have my keyboard set up in here too.” 

It’s not surprising that Art Neville’s idea 
of kicking back involves frenetic ambidex- 
trous skill — and that his sentences tend 
to juggle Nintendo keyboards and musical 
keyboards. The Neville Brothers are one of 
pop’s great juggling acts. Not only do the 
band as a whole keep a variety of musical 
lives.in the air, but each member keeps his 
solo career bustling simultaneously. 


man and with the Meters in the late ’60s 
and ’70s. Sax player Charles is the jazz 
dude who also played plenty of R&B back 
when rock and roll was just catching on 
— most notably with Joey Dee and the 
Starlighters at New York’s Peppermint 
Lounge, where they immortalized the 
“Peppermint Twist.” The group’s most 
recognizable face, virtuoso vocalist Aaron, 
is the soulful pop balladeer with a string of 
national hits as a solo artist. And percus- 
sionist Cyril, the youngest brother at 46, 
specializes in reggae and worldbeat funk. 
They blend these eclectic specialities into a 
sound that’s all their own. 

“Yep, that’s pretty much accurate,” of- 
fers Art. “But it goes a lot further than 
that. It’s just very difficult to explain what 
we do because you also have to consider 
the drumbeats the African slaves brought 
here with them and the marching bands 
that have always been around. All this is a 
factor in why our music sounds the way it 
does . . . it’s all in there somewhere.” In 
other words, shut up and eat. 

The best way to experience the Nevilles 
is live — with your feet moving, your butt 
shaking, and your head caught up in the 
good-time party atmosphere the band nev- 
er fail to generate. Live on Planet Earth is 
a close second, from the opening drum fill 


BROTHERS FOUR: their various solo projects are important to 
them, but the deal is that the Neville Brothers come first. 


The Nevilles are among those artists — 
like Richard Thompson and Los Lobos — 
whose album sales and radio play never 
quite match their cachet among critics and 
a rabid cult. They’ve been able to sustain 
the musical complexity, subtlety, and puri- 
ty that transcends digital 24-track studio 
production, plastic wrap, and bar codes — 
and everything else that turns lesser music 
into “product.” But those very qualities 
that make them so beloved to fans also 
seem to keep them from achieving plat- 
inum success. 

They haven’t always made great albums; 
in fact, they’ve let the quest for commer- 
cial success compromise their organic bril- 
liance on at least two occasions (1978's 
The Neville Brothers and 1987’s Uptown). 
But for five decades they’ve been a jewel in 
the crown of New Orleans, an integral 
part of the city’s rich musical heritage, 
both individually and collectively. And as 
the new Live on Planet Earth (A&M) 
proves, they’re still one of the hottest con- 
cert bands in the world. 

Trying to pick apart the sounds and 
styles that add up to the Nevilles is like an- 
alyzing one of K-Paul’s potluck specials. 
You can list the ingredients — the jazz, 
blues, gospel, pop, R&B, Caribbean, and 
Cajun music that’s at the core — but the 
bowl will be cold long before you can even 
begin to explain why the flavors blend to- 
gether so appealingly. Better just to shut 
up and eat. 

As legend has it, the Nevilles’ rare, in- 
toxicating style stems naturally from their 
diverse musical interests. Keyboardist Art 
is the band’s resident funk man, one of the 
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that kicks into the bristling Caribbean-fla- 
vored Mardi Gras ode “Shake Your Tam- 
bourine” to a closing medley that fuses 
Bob Marley’s “One Love” and Curtis 
Mayfield’s “People Get Ready.” There’s 
also hard, driving funk (“Brother Jake”), 
rap-inflected social realism (“Sister 
Rosa”), a jazzy instrumental (“Her African 
Eyes”), and a gospel arrangement of 
“Amazing Grace.” Holding it all together, 
there’s that unique Crescent City beat, the 
“second-line” rhythm, an infectious call- 
to-dance that originated in the African 
drums of Congo Square and percussive 
rolls of brass marching bands. 

“You gotta understand that, as a seaport, 
New Orleans has had all kinds of music 
and cultures coming through and living 
there,” says Art. “You’ve got the African, 
the Caribbean, the European, the Indian, 
the French, the Cajun. All this is involved 
in our music. All of us were listening to dif- 
ferent things at different periods of time 
because of the age differences, but we were 
all exposed to music all of the time. Grow- 
ing up, there was always something musi- 
cal to do. I remember me and Charles used 
to beat on cigar boxes and stretch rubber 
bands across wooden boxes to make in- 
struments. Music was always there. Either 
you were going to be one of the ones who 
played the music or you were going to be 
one of the ones who just listened to it.” 

The histories of New Orleans music 
and the Neville Brothers are inextricably 
intertwined. Among the drug addictions, 
jail sentences, and R&B hits, there are 
enough dramatic twists and turns to fill 
at least one book. And, perhaps, as Art 
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cently begun researching. 

In 1954, Art joined a band called the 
Hawketts and recorded the vocal for 
“Mardi Gras Mambo,” a now-classic Big 
Easy party tune that surfaces each year for 
the Mardi Gras festivities. When Art 
joined the Navy in ’58, Aaron signed on 
with the Hawketts while Charles drifted to 
the burgeoning jazz scene in New York 
City. By 1967, Aaron had a number two 
hit single to his credit, “Tell It Like It Is,” 
and Art was. exploring funkier frontiers 
with the Meters. 

In what’s a story unto itself, the Meters 
became the band of choice for hometown 
producer Allen Toussaint — they backed 
Cyril on “Gossip,” a 1970 single penned 
by Meters’ guitarist Leo Nocentelli (re-re- 
leased on the indispensable Rhino two- 
disc Treacherous: A History of the Neville 
Brothers, 1955-1985). The Meters went 
on to make a healthy dent in the national 
R&B charts with funky instrumentals like 
“Cissy Strut,” “Sophisticated Cissy,” and 
“Chicken Strut” in the early ’70s, and over 
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JEWEL IN THE CROWN: they’ve been an integral part of New Orleans’s rich musical heritage. 


the past few years Art and bassist George 
Porter Jr. have revived the band, now 
known as the Funky Meters. Nocentelli 
and drummer Joseph “Zig” Modeliste have 
their own California-based Meters, so Art 
says he let them have the name. 

The Neville Brothers became a reality 
when Charles returned to New Orleans 
and their uncle George Landry, chief of 
the Wild Tchoupitoulas Mardi Gras Indian 
Tribe, called on his nephews to record 
some of the Tribe’s tunes. The result, 
1976’s The Wild Tchoupitoulas (Island), 
cemented the four brothers’ musical bond, 
eventually leading to the Nevilles’ 1978 
debut on Capitol. 

“Basically, the Wild Tchoupitoulas were 
just some black dudes who dressed as In- 
dians during Mardi Gras,” offers Art. 
“They make these elaborate costumes with 
sequins and rhinestones — it takes them 
all year to make one of those costumes. 
And they’ve got songs they sing and play 
when they march at Mardi Gras.” 

These days the Neville Brothers are as 


much of a Mardi Gras institution as the 
beads, costumes, and floats. And at this 
year’s New Orleans Jazz and Heritage 
Festival they were out in force. At the Fair- 
grounds, Art led the Meters through two 
Funky sets, Cyril did his own solo thing 
with the Uptown All-Stars, Charles in- 
dulged his jazz leanings in Diversity, and 
Aaron lent his angelic voice to the Zion 
Harmonizers. All four brothers came to- 
gether for a three-night stand at the city’s 
new House of Blues (a big cousin of the 
Cambridge club), then played their tradi- 
tional closing set at the Fairgrounds on the 
last day of the festival. 

“All those other projects are important 
to us,” says Art, “but we know what the 
deal is and the deal is that the Neville 
Brothers come first. I love playing with the 
Meters. But the Neville Brothers is a fami- 
ly; it’s a special gift we’ve been blessed 
with and we’re going to cherish it and do 
what’s gotta be done.” 

In testament to that, the band haven’t let 
their unity be compromised by Aaron’s re- 
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cent solo success — Grammys in 1989 and 
1990 for “Don’t Know Much” and “All My 
Life” and nominations in 1991 and 1993 
for best pop album and best pop and best 
country male vocal. They’ve continued to 
do what they’ve always done, which means 
giving Aaron’s voice plenty of chances to 
shine over the course of a typical set. The 
addition of a second keyboardist, Eric Kolb, 
on Live on Planet Earth and a third full- 
time keyboardist, Terry Manuel, for the 
current tour has given the group the free- 
dom to perform some of Aaron’s slicker, 
more orchestrated ballads. 

“Getting Terry had a lot to do with 
Aaron’s success,” explains Art. “For some 
of the more structured songs that Aaron 
does, there are a lot of layered keyboard 
parts. Eric’s my keyboard tech, but he’s 
also a good player, so he helps too. It also 
gives us more voices for the harmonies in 
Aaron’s songs.” 

It may be ironic that the Nevilles’ one 
collective Grammy was for a Charles- 
penned instrumental, “Healing Chant,” 
from 1989’s atmospheric Yellow Moon. But 
it’s also a fitting tribute to the fact that a 
band blessed with three strong singers still 
let the voices take a back seat to their broth- 
er’s sax every now and again. As Art, who 
sings lead on some of the funkier tunes 
while Aaron shakes a tambourine, points 
out, “It don’t really bother me whether I 
sing or not. To tell you the truth, I just have 
fun listening to what my brothers do.” 

Besides, the Nevilles have weathered 
enough storms together and overcome 
enough commercial disappointments to 
purge any lingering bitterness. “Man, ev- 
erybody sees things a different way and ev- 
erybody’s got different things to say about 
the Neville Brothers,” Art concludes. “As 
long as it’s good I don’t really care, be- 
cause so much good stuff is going on. | 
just read for a part in a movie (The King- 
fish) about Huey P. Long that’s being shot 
in New Orleans, and I just wrote the 
theme song for a TV show my daughter 
Arthel is doing for Warner Bros. Plus, I’ve 
got my brothers, and we get along real 
good.” He makes it all sound a lot easier 
than a game of Turn and Burn. QO

hought I didn’t want to hear 
another utterance about the 
cultural confluence of jazz 
and hip-hop, but I’m jotting 
notes as the Beastie Boys’ 
new Ill Communication (Grand Royal/ 
Capitol, in stores Tuesday) spews out its 
meta-blather and Miles Davis’s name is 
cropping up time and again. Nah, the great 
man’s horn ain’t sampled on the disc — let 
Us3 go for the easy shit. Miles’s churning 
mayhem is what the Beasties are interested 
in — the stuff most jazzbos don’t give a 
rat’s ass about, the hurricane stuff from the 
early ’70s. “Wili.” “Agharta.” Pure evil. 

It’s not hard to imagine one-time Davis 
guitarist Pete Cosey screaming through III 
Communication’s “Futterman’s Rule.” The 
track, one of several instrumentals, is gar- 
gantuan — a bass line with a Jurassic 
growl, a saucy Hammond-organ swirl, a 
ruff-tuff beat with fuzz all over it. To some I 
guess that doesn’t really qualify as jazz — 
all that rock, rumble, funk & tumble com- 
bines distant stylistic cousins, playing havoc 
with their singularity. But I also guess that’s 
why the Beasties dig the hell out of it. Noth- 
ing’s ever been isolated or pure in their 
world. Since Paul’s Boutique compressed a 
scad of far-flung elements in ’89, the trio 
have become proficient at cramming. They 
could probably figure out ways to link Nel- 
son Mandela with Ren & Stimpy 

Ill Communication, like ’93’s Check 
Your Head, glues together shards of high 
and low culture, making thoughtful art 
sound a lot like cheesy entertainment. It’s 
as thick as hip-hop gets, confirming the 
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The Beasties have more

crew’s status as the genre’s most amusing 
experimentalists. These days the subsets 
into which rap has split contain their own 
specific elements of identity: intimidation 
in the gangsta realm, loopy cadences in 
freestyle. Ill Communication is the sound 
of the Beasties muddying those clear wa- 
ters. Or maybe, to be more specific, it’s the 
sound of the revelry during the attempt. 
Earnest one moment, inane the next, the 
trio — Adam Horovitz, Mike Diamond 
and Adam Yauch — find no attitude irrel- 
evant. Theirs is a pan-whatever viewpoint, 
and that’s occasioned a slight misrepre- 
sentation of the band. Throngs believe that 
it’s caprice that runs their aesthetic, but

the Beasties are nothing if not cagy. 

The adroit way they handle their spew is 
continually impressive. In a still-youngish 
genre that has had plenty of here & goners, 
the trio should be considered vets. They cut 
the silly rap “Cookie Puss” back in the early 
’80s, right around the time they were flex- 
ing their hardcore muscles (a disc of their 
first singles and EPs has been clumped to- 
gether and recently released under an apt 
title: Some Old Bullshit). On Ill Communi- 
cation, the confidence engendered by such 
an extensive career is unmistakable. 

“I got more rhymes than I got grey 
hairs/and that’s a lot because I got my 
share.” As usual, the lyrics on the CD are 
sharp, at once witty and glib. But it’s the 
overall musical construction that impresses 
most. The trio are relentless tinkerers. 
They told Vibe that they made about “400 
wack tracks” for Ill Communication, down 
from double that number on Check Your 
Head. That’s a fairly elaborate creative 
process, suggesting that the 20 tracks that 
finally made it to disc were heavily scruti- 


nized. They sound so. Flow, content, tex- 


ture — each is inventive. Clowns, perhaps, 
but at this late date, the boys are also mas- 
ter orchestrators. 

Tibetan monks are invited into the mix, as

is a violin track that sounds like L. Shankar 
interpreting Billy Bang. The Blues Project’s 
“Flute Thing” rubs shoulders with the manic 
thrash pop that sounded so refreshing dur- 
ing their shows last summer (and should 
again at this season’s Lollapolooza gigs). 
Their use of trad instruments doesn’t antag- 
onize the bevy of sampled sounds. The con- 
tent of the rhymes is ultimately trivial; sever- 
al of the vocals are indecipherably buzzed, 
designed to be just another sound. 

Some silly similes do prevail. They’ve 
“got mad hits like Rod Carew,” and a set of 
“attractions, like Elvis Costello.” We’re also 
updated on the love front..Guest rapper Q- 
Tip (from A Tribe Called Quest) acknowl- 
edges Horovitz’s Hollywood spouse, one 
Ms. Skye: “Adrock is down with the 
Ione/ Listen to the shit cause both of them is 
bonin’/They do it like this, like Chachi and 
Joanie.” Then hubby’s rejoinder: “Yeah, 
she’s the cheese and I’m the macaroni.” 

Ill Communication re-proves that mak- 
ing much ado about nothing isn’t neces- 
sarily bad. “Shit, if this gonna be that kin- 
da party, I’m gonna stick my dick in the | 
mashed potatoes,” says some black Bac- 
chus at the start of the album. When it’s 
time to deflower a mound of whipped 
spuds, the Beasties still rule. Q 
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Chesterman goes solo; 
Pods put out their first CD

t’s no coincidence that Charlie 

Chesterman’s debut solo CD, From 

the Book of Flames (on Slow Riv- 

er), opens with a friendly, reassur- 

ing song about coming back home 
and picking up old ties. After a couple 
false starts with Harmony Rockets — a 
band who never lived up to potential de- 
spite the good players involved — he’s fi- 
nally got an album that fans of his earlier 
band, the much-missed Scruffy the Cat, 
should feel right at home with. 

Like all good solo albums, Chesterman’s 
disc brings back some familiar sounds 
while going off in some new directions. 
About half the tracks revive the electric 
roots rock of Scruffy days (three other 
Scruffy alums — bassist MacPaul Stan- 
field, organist Burns Stanfield, and gui- 
tarist Stephen Fredette — appear on a 
couple of tracks). The rest is more stripped 
down and countrified than anything he’s 
done before. That opening track, “Hello 
Judy,” is as upbeat as the album gets; 
there’s a definite blue tone to the rest. 
Heartbreak has always been one of his fa- 
vorite topics, but in the past he leavened it 


with wry humor. (My favorite Scruffy song 
included the chorus “You broke my 
heart/You dirty rat.”) On this album he 
serves the feelings straight up, producing 
some of his best and most direct songs — 
notably the pair of outright tearjerkers “If 
You Were Mine” and “Lover’s Day.” 

“Looking back at all the Scruffy material 
and some of the things I’ve written, they’re 
all about the same thing,” he says. “They all 
have a pretty melancholy slant. Listening to 
the album, you can hear that it jumps 
around a lot — there’s a straight hillbilly 
thing, a couple of rockers, and so forth. 
Scruffy was like that too; we roller-coast- 
ered around with different styles. That’s 
one thing I can’t seem to get away from.” 

Still, the album’s tone reflects Chester- 
man’s feelings when he made it last year. 
By the end of Harmony Rockets he was 
taking a backseat in his own band and 
gradually losing interest in doing anything 
further. “My life wasn’t very good at the 
time, and I just wound up sliding out of the 
picture. I was going through some personal 
things, one of which was that I didn’t want 
to play in bands anymore. I started feeling 
like, ‘Being in a band isn’t my life, it’s just 
a fuckin’ option. And it’s not an option I 
have to pick up all the time.’ 


, 
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“There’s a lot of ways to look at success, 


and I'd already had everything I'd been hoping for.” 


“After a while I resigned myself to giv- 
ing up completely. I think I’d decided that 
I’d become as successful as I was ever go- 
ing to be. With Scruffy I’d accomplished 
things that 95 percent of musicians never 
get to have — I got signed, I went on 
tour, I met famous people, I had people 
write me letters and tell me how wonderful 
my songs are. There’s a lot of ways to look 
at success, and I’d already had everything 
I was hoping for.” 

Chesterman’s last-ditch demo tapes be- 
came an album after George Howard, who 
runs Slow River and plays in the Lotus 
Eaters, heard them and got excited. He 
wound up fleshing out the album with un- 


tried tunes from the Harmony Rockets 
days, but only one song on the disc is new. 
Chesterman says he’s been struggling with 
writer’s block for the past two years and is 
only beginning to come’ out of it. In that | 
sense, “Ona Stacka Bibles” is the album’s 


‘most dramatic moment. It’s his first new 


tune since the blockage began, and the 
studio take was the first time he’d played it 
through. Both the tune and the delivery 
have an unguarded quality that’s seldom 
been there before — think of the old Re- 
placements albums, and how some of the 
intimate acoustic numbers managed to 
out-intensify the rockers. 

Chesterman will be rocking out again this 
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Monday night, when he celebrates the al- 
bum release at Charlie’s Tap. He’s pulled 
together a one-time-only, 12-piece outfit 
dubbed the Big-Ass Band and including Ken 
Field on sax and Rich Gilbert on steel gui- 
tar. He’ll try out louder arrangements of the 
songs on the CD (even “Ona Stacka Bibles” 
has turned into a rocker), introduce un- 
recorded tunes, and pull a couple Scruffy 
numbers out of the hat. Beyond that, he’s 
getting the enthusiasm back for starting a 
full-time band and hitting the clubs again. 

“I don’t go out much anymore, but peo- 
ple tell me there’s still people around who 
are interested in this kind of pop music, 
and specifically interested in me. That’s al- 
ways a good thing to hear.” 


RUMBLE RUMBLINGS. For my money, 
Pods were responsible for the single funni- 
est moment of this year’s WBCN Rumble. 
After filling most of their set with smart, 
punk-edged pop, they broke out a cheesy 
synthesizer and launched into a cover of 
Journey’s five-minute epic “Separate 
Ways.” No drunken trash cover, this. They 
performed the song in complete earnest 
and got every detail right, from the high 
vocal harmonies to the stupid drum fills. 
There are few outright taboos in alterna- 
tive rock, but covering a Journey song is 
definitely one of them. Reactions I heard 
ranged from “I can’t believe they played 
that Foreigner song” to “What was that 
Asia song they just did?” Most of the 
crowd knew what it was but didn’t get the 
joke; instead they just stared at the band in 
disbelief. Not only did that tune probably 
cost Pods any chance they had of winning, 
it seemed to scare people. 

“People were looking at us like, ‘Are 
these guys serious?’,” notes Ben Deily, the 
original Lemonheads. member who found- 
ed Pods with his younger brother Jonno. 
“We probably didn’t know the answer our- 
selves. For Jonno I’m sure it was a serious, 
heartfelt experience; for me it was the fun- 
niest thing I ever did. But Jonno’s always 
had this pop sensibility — that would be 
the polite way of putting it. Back in high 
school, when Evan [Dando] and I were 
bopping around to the Buzzcocks and Mi- 
nor. Threat, he was very anti—alternative 
music. When we put together the list of 
our musical influences on the CD, we 
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made a deal: if I could put the Germs on 
the list, I’d let him put on Rush.” 

Make no mistake, the Deily brothers are 
an odd musical couple — but as heard on 
Pods’ just-released CD Where I’m Calling 
From (on their own, unnamed label), the 
chemistry works fine. With a mix of rough 
guitar edges and killer songcraft, the disc 
holds up favorably to any Lemonheads 
comparisons you’d care to make — par- 
ticularly if you miss the anything-goes era 
of Creator and Lick. As with Lemonheads, 
there’s a lot of instrument swapping (at 
various times Jonno plays drums, bass, 
and lead guitar), and songwriting roles get 
swapped as well. Jonno winds up con- 
tributing a couple of punkish rockers; Ben 
writes a piano ballad with words by 
William Butler Yeats and the closest thing 
to a mainstream rock number, “Blackout” 
(also the best track, with a slow build-up 
that just doesn’t quit). 

“You can call it diversity or you can call 
it schizophrenia, but it’s something that’s 
always been there,” Ben says. “You can 
write a rave-up punk song and arrange it 
like a sweet acoustic thing. Even a song 
like ‘Second Chance’ (from Lemonheads’ 
Hate Your Friends) was originally a 
George Winston-type thing I wrote on pi- 
ano. I’ve always enjoyed sounds that are 
pleasant to listen to, but one of the things I 
find pleasant is loud, distorted guitars.” 

Pods began as a studio project of the two 
brothers; they’ve since added bassist John 
Pickering and occasional drummer Dave 
Richman. A seven-inch EP last summer 
served to get the band’s name around. And 
in terms of getting noticed, it didn’t hurt 
that the EP’s opening track, “Name in 
Vain,” was clearly addressed to Dando and 
seemed to take him to task for carrying on 
the Lemonheads name without his old 
bandmates (“That’s how it goes when you 
hate your friends . . . You hurt the ones 
who love you, that’s how it is/You take the 
name in vain, ‘cause that’s show biz”). 

“Lemonheads ended badly in the sense 
that the relationship between Evan, Jesse 
[Peretz], and me came to a very abrupt, 
very painful ending, but that’s long since 
been water under the bridge. The song is 
an open letter and makes specific refer- 
ence to a conversation I had with Evan, 
where he looked me in the eye and said, ‘I 
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would never call a band Lemonheads if 
you weren’t in it.’ But that’s not so impor- 
tant anymore; the reason it’s on the CD 
now is that I thought it was a good song.” 

When you’re launching a new band, is it 
a help or a hindrance to be an ex-Lemon- 
head? “I hope it’s largely an irrelevant 
thing. But it did get us some attention; 
when ‘Name in Vain’ came out, a lot of 
people were writing about it in the context 
of Lemonheads articles. Somebody in 
Rolling Stone compared it to the song 
John Lennon wrote about Paul McCartney 
(“How Do You Sleep?”], and I thought, 
‘Cool. I get to be John Lennon.’ ” 


SIGNING OF THE WEEK. The Provi- 
dence pop combo small factory have 
signed to Vernon Yard, a subsidiary of 
Virgin, and are nearly through recording 
their major-label debut. Although the band 
aren’t really established in Boston yet, 
their SpinArt CD I Do Not Love You was 
one of last year’s best local releases and 
one of the year’s definitive broken-heart 
albums. More recently they contributed a 
standout track to Pop Narcotic’s compila- 
tion Why Do You Think They Call It Pop? 
The album in progress, described by a la- 
bel staffer as “still pretty angst-ridden,” 
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should be out by summer’s end. 


COMING UP. Clubland scenester Billy 
Ruane has put together a big benefit for 
T.T. the Bear’s tonight (Thursday). The 
show takes place at the Middle East and 
features a roomful of notables including 
Scarce, Bulkhead, SK-70, and Dredd 
Foole. Meanwhile, the band One Thin 
Dime, including Dana Colley of Morphine, 
play at the Plough and Stars. Darien 
Brahms, who’s beén quiet since a fine debut 
CD last year, plays the Tam. And a bunch of 
Nevilles are in town this week, with Char- 
maine (daughter of Neville Brother Charles 
and a gifted singer in her own right) playing 
Johnny D’s tonight before the brothers 
themselves hit the Orpheum Tuesday. 

Blood Oranges are at Johnny D’s tomor- 
row ...

Do Pink Floyd have 


anywhere left to run?

oody Allen once 
observed that 
sex without love 
is an empty ex- 
perience, but as 
empty experiences go, it’s one of 
the best. The same thing can be 
said about Pink Floyd in 1994. If 
you really get off on colored lights 
and classic hits, they'll give you the 
best that money can buy. But if you 
want evidence that the Floyd are 
still a living, evolving, progressive 
rock band . . . well, it was a hell of 
a light show. 
Purists 
will likely 
persist in 
comparing this 
band 


with the 

most popu- 

lar Floyd 

line-up, which 

was fronted by the cranky 
bassist/composer Roger Waters, 
who last toured with them for The 
Wall in 1980. Really old purists will 
compare them with the original 
Pink Floyd, who were fronted by 
the long-MIA mad genius Syd Bar- 
rett. Actually, the band had already 
outlived those comparisons on their 
last tour, in 1987, showing they 
could function fine without Waters 
and his psychodramas. Singer/gui- 
tarist David Gilmour turned the 
group into a lush-sounding mini- 
orchestra (the same 11-piece line- 
up, with minor changes, is touring 
this year). And he seized the chance 
to step forward as a full-fledged 
guitar hero. Between the inventive 
use of lights and images (the quad 
environmental tapes before the 
show helped set a mood) and a re- 
juvenated band with something to 
prove, the ’87 tour was a big arena- 
rock event with a bit of magic at- 
tached. 


But reruns are seldom as magical 
as first-runs, and this year’s tour 
(which I caught last Wednesday at 
Foxboro Stadium) was largely a re- 
hash of ’87, underscoring the fact 
that the band haven’t done a damn 
thing in seven years. (Consider that 
it took the original Floyd less than 
seven years to evolve from “See Emi- 
ly Play” to The Dark Side of the 
Moon.) True, the light show was 
splashier than ever. A few new songs 
from the new, lackluster The Divi- 
sion Bell (Columbia) were plugged 
in, and the band one-upped their 
previous staging by hauling out two 
flying pigs (or maybe they were pink 
warthogs) that tumbled from thrones 

atop the stage during 


“One of These Days.” 

Nice political subtext, if you’re look- 
ing for one. But if Gilmour and com- 
pany have come up with a single mu- 
sical idea in the long stretch since the 
last tour, you wouldn’t know it from 
their current set. (Now more than 
ever, it’s Gilmour’s show: original 
members Richard Wright and Nick 
Mason were along strictly as side- 
men, with a second keyboardist and 
drummer doubling their parts.) 

You also wouldn’t know it from 
The Division Bell, which stands as 
the least eventful album ever released 
under the Pink Floyd name. In an ef- 
fort not to mess with a familiar 
sound, they’ve reduced themselves to 
doing virtual rewrites of old songs: 
“What Do You Want from Me” 
echoes “Have a Cigar”; “Take It 
Back” — actually the catchiest new 
tune — crosses the guitar chug from 
“Run like Hell” with the dance 
groove of “One Slip.” (Tellingly, two 
Bell songs had already been dropped

from earlier tour dates.) On the oth- 
er hand, material from ’87’s A Mo- 
mentary Lapse of Reason — notably 
the moody and melodic “Learning 
To Fly” — displayed more staying 
power than jaded fans initially sup- 


Still, the Floyd seem well aware 
that their enduring popularity stems 
largely from the way AOR radio has 
been at a standstill since the mid ’70s, 
choosing The Dark Side of the Moon 
as its flagship album. So the lengthy 
second set amounted to a greatest- 
hits rehash, with all the most obvious 
material (including two-thirds of 
Dark Side) done just like the album. 
Any fresh nuances came from the 
staging, not the playing. A surreal 
video segment turned one set of songs 
— “Shine On You Crazy Diamond,” 
“Breathe,” “Time,” and the new 
“High Hopes” — into a not-very-up- 
lifting meditation on growing old and 
disillusioned. Just as often, the big ef- 
fects — like the oversized disco ball 
and the obligatory fireworks after 
“Run like Hell” — were generic sta- 
dium stuff, re-creating a night of 
“Laser Floyd” at the Planetarium. It’s 
ironic that one of the few surprising 
song choices (along with 


the 

sole 

Barrett 

entry, “As- 

tronomy Domine”) 

was Waters’s “Hey You” — 

it’s about a desperate need to reach 

out to one’s audience, just when the 

current Floyd show discourages that 
very connection. 

The one ghost in this machine is 
Gilmour, who’s still feeling the oc- 
casional touch of guitar-hero fire. 
True, he was more restrained on 
this tour than in ’87, and less will- 
ing to depart from the songs’ studio 
versions (the elegant opening solo 
on “Shine On You Crazy Diamond” 
was the same one he played on Wish 
You Were Here). But he hasn’t lost 
the spark just yet; during “One of 
These Days” he manhandled a pedal 
steel guitar and induced the band to 
break from their precise arrange- 
ments and actually jam. Both “On 
the Turning Away” and “Money” 
sported extended solos where there 
was finally a sense of heading into 
the unknown. You sensed that 
Gilmour just might hit on a brilliant 
lick he’d never played before, might 
carry a song somewhere it hadn’t 
yet been. Just like in a real, live 
rock-and-roll show.

There’s 
nothing glib or rote about these 
elegantly executed swing versions 
of show tunes. At the helm of a 
veteran septet is reedman Dick 
Johnson, a most comfortable and 
accomplished leader of small 
bands in New E , and a clar- 
inettist knighted by Artie Shaw 
himself to lead his famous Orches- 
tra.

The group continue to explore 
where 1993’s Sio-Blo left off, doc- 
umenting themes of miscommuni- 
cation, elusive beauty, and the 
imperceptible shifts that relation- 
ships make when going from good 
to bad. 

The guitar work of Jerry Dirien- 
zo and lan James (who also share 
vocals) melds to create an electric 
wall of sound a la Hiisker DG; their 
acoustic janglings (“Goodbye,” 
“Camera”) call to mind a younger, 
leaner, hungrier R.E.M. Consider 
Dirienzo’s vocals as a cross be- 
tween Todd Rundgren’s introspec-' 
tion and Bob Mould’s emotive wail. 

Each song represents a differ- 
ent hue on a vibrantly dark palette, 
with the exception of the upbeat 
“Fly,” which features hooky 
melodies and honest-to-God har- 
monies. But the overall flavor is 
sharp and gritty, edged with sweet 
cacophony, from the aching, spi- 
dery guitar of “Milky” to the roaring 
precision of “Blue Star” and the 
weary, wistful “Sadly Beautiful.”

It would be easy to say 
the new album from Athens (Geor- 
gia) outfit Five-Eight doesn’t quite 
capture the intensity of their live 
shows, but that would be missi 
the point.
